Bu t a UPI su rv ey o f co n ditio n s aro u n d 
the co u n try also sho wed that su p p lies 
still are sho rt in so me areas— p articu ­ 
larly the No rthwest. In Ohio , o fficials are 
talk in g abo u t the p o ssibility o f go v ern ­ 
men t-imp o sed ratio n in g.

their mo ther ho stage. 
An n Neidermier’s hu sban d had left fo r 
wo rk , an d she was at ho me alo n e with 
the children when the escap ed p riso n ers 
bu rst in , lo o k in g fo r a p lace to hide an d 
rest. 
A n eighbo r saw the p air an d tele­ 
p ho n ed p o lice. O h i o Highway Patro l 
Cap t. Jo hn J. Fu iien Xamp bro u ght 2 0 o f­ 
ficers an d su rro u n ded the ho u se, bu t he 
hesitated to attack fo r fear o f the safety 
o f the family . 


Fu llen k amp 
said 
the 
gu n men 
had 
p laced the fiv e children in o n e u p stairs 
bedro o m an d held the wo man in an o ther 
u p stairs ro o m. 
“ A TV to wer was n ex t to the bedro o m, 
so I decided to go u p it to get the chil­ 
dren o u t,” he said. The to wer was 2 5 feet 
tall. 
“ I to ld the o ldest bo y to cau tio n his 
little bro thers an d sisters n o t to y ell o u t. 
They didn ’t say a wo rd. They were real 
hero es. I to o k them do wn the to wer with­ 
o u t the two gu n men k n o win g abo u t it.” 
Then Fu llen k amp , still u n detected by 
the gu n men , decided the o n ly way to get 
Mrs. Neidermier o u t was to ru sh the 
gu n men —bu t alo n e, so he co u ld sn eak in 
an d ambu sh them. 
“ I climbed thro u gh an o ther win do w, 
in to a hallway an d saw o n e o f them with 


a rifle,” said Fu llen k amp , 
who was 
arm ed with a sho tgu n . “ I ju mp ed him 
an d k n o ck ed the rifle o u t o f his han ds 
an d he p u lled a p isto l. 


“ I go t it away fro m him an d o v erp o ­ 
wered him. By this time mo re o fficers 
were co min g in the ho u se an d the o ther 
gu y gav e u p . 


“ Ev ery ' day o f my 2 5 y ears with the 
p atro l has been in terestin g. This was ju st 
so methin g I had to do to day ,” said Fu l­ 
len k amp , 46, the father o f n in e children . 
Po lice iden tified the escap ed p riso n ers 
as Richard Osbo rn , 2 9 , o f Newark , Ohio , 
an d Ro bert Herschberger, 31, o f Ak ro n , 
Ohio , who walk ed away frim the p riso n 
dairy farm in Mario n , Ohio . Officers said 
they bro k e in to a ho u se n ear Mario n an d 
sto le half a do zen weap o n s, in clu din g rif­ 
les, p isto ls an d sho tgu n s. 


The two then sto le a car an d led p o lice 
o n a chase in to this Crawfo rd Co u n ty 
co mmu n ity o f 1,2 5 1. In the p u rsu it, Dep u ­ 
ty William Ben der, 48 , was k illed when 
his sq u ad car stru ck a tru ck west o f Ma­ 
rio n .

With mo re than 10,000 charred acres o f 
fo rest an d bru sh lan d behin d it, the fire 
mo v ed ahead o n a fo u r mile wide fro n t 
in the frin ges o f Mo u n t San Jacin to State 
Park , six miles n o rthwest o f this p o p u lar 
So u thern Califo rn ia reso rt city . 
The state div isio n o f fo restry an d U.S. 
Fo rest Serv ice fielded an arm y o f 1,5 00 
men —an d the six wo men o f the “ Mo rn - 
in gstar Blu e’s” fro m Fresn o , Calif., an 
all female sq u ad that is a rarity in the 
v irtu ally all male wo rld o f fo rest fire 
fightin g teams, 


Becau se o f the ro u gh mo u n tain terrain 
in to which the fire bu n ted—steep slo p es, 
p eak s reachin g 6,5 00 feet an d mo re, 
—the firefighters were chasin g the blaze 
in a fleet o f 12 helico p ters. 
They u sed ro p es to clam ber do wn cliff 
faces to get at the sp earheads o f flame. 
The fire started in dry bru sh lan d Sat­ 
u rday n ear On e Ho rse Sp rin gs, fro m 
which it to o k its n ame. Au tho rities said 
the blaze, which began in the Mo ro n go 
In dian Reserv atio n , was started by fire­ 
wo rk s. Three bo y s were q u estio n ed by 
sheriff’s dep u ties an d released. 
Fo rest Serv ice o fficials estim ated the 
fire had co n su med mo re than o n e millio n 
bo ard feet o f tim ber sin ce it go t in to the 
p in e fo rests at higher elev atio n s, an d 
do n e $35 9 ,000 dam age to timber, wa­ 
tershed an d eq u ip men t.

Ro bert E. Po wiss, sp ecial agen t in 
charge o f the U.S. Treasu ry Dep art­ 
m en t’s Secret Serv ice u n it here, said the 
fo u r men p ro bably wo u ld be arraign ed 
to day befo re a U.S. m agistrate in federal 
co u rt. 
The arrests were the resu lt o f a jo in t 
in v estigatio n by the Secret Serv ice an d 
the FBI. Agen ts seized $100,000 in co u n ter­ 
feit $100 bills an d $100,000 wo rth o f bo gu s 
trav elers’ check s drawn o n the Ban k o f 
America.

Howev er, Colby also told a Sen ate con - 
frimation hearin g Mon day —with on ly on e 
Sen ator presen t—that CIA wou ld still 
hav e n u merou s fu n ction s to perform 
within the Un ited States, in clu din g the 
collection of in telligen ce in formation on 
toreign gov ern men ts from U.S. citizen s 
an d the su rv eillan ce of foreign ers in the 
Un ited State. 
He also said he cou ld “en v ision a si­ 


tu ation where the CIA might help a 
White Hou se employ e meet someon e” 
u n der a false iden tity , bu t added, “ I 
thin k we are goin g to be v ery carefu l 
with some of ou r u n iqu e equ ipmen t an d 
we are n ot goin g to let it ou t withou t ou r 
con trol.” 
It has recen tly been disclosed that CIA 
prov ided E. Howard Hu n t, who later 
pleaded gu ilty in the Watergate case, 
with a wig, false iden tification an d v ari­ 
ou s electron ic equ ipmen t allegedly later 
u sed in the bu rglary of the office of Da­ 
n iel Ellsberg’s psy chiatrist.

nest Rowley opened the lid on potential 


controv ersy Monday night by su ggesting 
that the city ex plore the possibilities of 
ex tending Montclair's sou therly zone of 
influ ence to the Pomona Freeway .

fro m its earlier o ffer o f a 5 p er cen t 
co st-o f-liv in g in crease. 
The asso ciatio n thro u g h its atto rn ey , 
Step hen Silv er, p ressed fo r assu ran ces 
that the co u n cil’s chief rep resen tativ e at 
fu tu re n eg o tiatio n s wo u ld n o t stick to the 
co u n cil’s “firm an d u n ben din g p o sitio n .” 
Un less the co u n cil’s chief n eg o tiato r, 


p erso n n el o fficer Sidn ey Simms, is al­ 
lo wed to ex ercise his o wn ju dg men t, said 
Silv er, fu tu re n eg o tiatio n s wo u ld be a 
waste o f time an d “ wo u ld resu lt in a 
mu ch mo re serio u s mo rale p ro blem.” 
May o r Ray J. Lep ire resp o n ded time 
an d time ag ain that Simms was au tho r­ 
ized to n eg o tiate acco rdin g to term s set 
by the co u n cil. 
Silv er raised the m atter du rin g the au ­ 
dien ce co mmu n icatio n s p o rtio n at the 
en d o f the co u n cil meetin g . A n u mber o f 
p o lice o fficers an d members o f their fa­ 
milies atten ded. 
Silv er said that at two fo rmal meetin g s 
an d at a sessio n with a state co n ciliato r, 


“ the city has taken o n ly o n e p o sitio n an d 
has n o t dep arted fro m it.” 
At o n e p o in t, Lep ire in terru p ted Silv er 
to ask if the latter had ev iden ce to su p ­ 
p o rt the atto rn ey ’s rem arks that the city 
was n o t in terested in the n eeds an d p ro b­ 
lems o f p o lice o fficers who , p u t it, is Sil­ 
v er “ each day wake u p in the mo rn in g 
an d p u t their liv es o n the lin e.” 
Silv er rep eated his earlier co n ten tio n 
that the city had n o t met an d co n ferred 
in g o o d faith, a p o in t later challen g ed by 
Lep ire an d Co u n cilman Charles W. Ba­ 
der.

Harry Williamso n beg an talkin g abo u t 
p ay in g city emp lo y es wag es co mp arable 
to co u n ty emp lo y es. 
Williamso n said he was sp eakin g as a 
citizen an d tax p ay er an d said the city 
tax rate sho u ld hav e been raised so that 
su fficien t fu n ds were av ailable fo r ade­ 
q u ate salary in creases. 
Williamso n said in the p ast the city 
had train ed p u blic safety p erso n n el o n ly 
to lo se them later to co u n ty g o v ern men t 
becau se o f the hig her co u n ty salaries. 
Williamso n u rg ed cities in the co u n ty 
to ban d to g ether an d tell the “ Bo ard o f 
Su p erv iso rs where the hell to g et o ff.”

Go o d o ld America n enterprise is being tested but 
ha s no t y et been fo und wa nting in the current ener­ 
g y crisis. Or to put it a no ther wa y , in a dv ersity 
there is a lwa y s o ppo rtunity , public rela tio ns-wise. 
Fo r ex a mple, the Hig hwa y Users Federa tio n, 
which is no t dedica ted to the disuse o f the na tio n’s 
streets a nd hig hwa y s, repo rts tha t a cco rding to a 
study it co nducted, buses a nd ca rs ca rry ing two o r 
mo re perso ns pro v ide the mo st eco no mic mea ns o f 
co mmuting . 
When a ll eco no mic co sts were co nsidered, includ­ 
ing the ca pita l co sts fo r purcha ses o f the v ehicles, 
pa rking co sts a nd a ll co sts rela ted to co nstructio n, 
ma intena nce a nd o pera tio n o f hig hwa y s a nd fa ci­ 
lities fo r bus a nd ra il tra nsit, ra il tra nsit trips were 
fo und to be the mo st ex pensiv e o f a ll mea ns o f co m­ 
muting (ex cept fo r a n a uto mo bile ca rry ing o nly a 
driv er). 
Thus the best a nswer to the pro blem o f tra ffic 
co ng estio n, a s well a s the g a so line pinch, ma y be to 
“ po o l it.” 
Ano ther o rg a niza tio n, tty e Recrea tio na l Vehicle In­ 
stitute, ha s a lso put o ut a relea se. 
Disturbed a t repo rts tha t ma ny peo ple a re reluc­ 
ta nt to pla n summer v a ca tio ns a nd weekend trips 
o ut ,o f co ncern fo r the energ y sho rta g e, o r a re de­ 
la y ing purcha ses o f recrea tio na l v ehicles fo r the 
sa me rea so n, it cla ims tha t a fa mily o n v a ca tio n 
with a recrea tio na l v ehicle uses less tha n o ne-fo urth 
the a mo unt o f energ y co nsumed a t ho me. 
“ A fa mily o f fo ur liv ing in a n a v era g e-size ho me 
no rma lly uses a ro und fo ur times mo re electricity 
a nd na tura l g a s tha n the sa me fa mily o n v a ca tio n,’ 
sa y s the Institute’s president Ro bert L. Stewa rt. 
And a s fa r a s g a so line is co ncerned, he po ints o ut 
tha t with 1 9 73 po llutio n co ntro l equipment, there is 
little difference between a 1 9 73 seda n a nd a medium 
mo to r ho me o r a ca r to wing a n a v era g e-sized tra v el 
tra iler. 
Where this leav es the p erso n with a large-sized 
mo to r ho me o r bo th a 1973 sedan AND a trailer is 
no t q u ite clear. 
May be we had better think abo u t p o o ling o u r v a­ 
catio ns, to o . 


Try state's way 


If the federal go v ern men t wan ts to p ro v ide an 
ev en higher q u ality en v iro n men tal p ro tectio n, co n­ 
serv e scarce o il reso u rces, an d cu t v ery su bstan tial­ 
ly the inev itable co st to the co n su mer, it sho u ld re­ 
v ise its 1975 regu latio n s o n gaso line to co nfo rm with 
the Califo rn ia co de. 
That seems to be the co nsensu s o f man y o il co m­ 
p an y ex ecu tiv es. 
The federal ru les deman d p ro du ctio n by 197 5 o f 
lead-free gaso line fo r all au to mo biles. This can be 
do ne, certain ly , bu t at a hu ge co st in new p lan t and 
eq u ip men t an d the mo n ito rin g o f all fu el fo r traces 
o f lead — co sts that wo u ld hav e to be abso rbed by 
sto ckho lders an d co n su mers alike. 
Additio nally , it is estimated that the 1975 federal 
regu latio n s will fo rce refin eries to u se an u nbelie­ 
v able 1.5 millio n mo re gallo ns o f cru de o il daily 
than they wo u ld n eed to witho u t the lead-free ru le. 
In a time when we are facin g a high dep en den cy 
u p o n risky imp o rts su ch an in crease hardly seems 
to be so u nd eco no mic p o licy . 
In co n trast, acco rdin g to o il men . the Califo rn ia 
co de — a to u gh o ne — wo u ld achiev e ev en greater 
en v iro n emtal p ro tectio n than the federal p lan, an d 
do it at lo wer co st. Becau se it do es no t req u ire 
cataly tic co n v erters o r u n leaded fu el the state’s 
co de “wo u ld mean a sav in gs o f $5 billio n a y ear fo r 
co n su mers,” acco rdin g to Way n e E. Glenn, p resident 
o f Co n tin en tal Oil Co mp any , in an in terv iew with 
Mo to r Magazine. 
R. B. Phillip s, ex ecu tiv e v ice p residen t o f Gu lf Oil 
believ es an “eco n o mically feasible so lu tio n to au ­ 
to mo tiv e emissio n s co u ld be achiev ed witho u t re­ 
q u irin g remo v al o f lead fro m gaso line. The 1975 Cal­ 
ifo rn ia stan dards are believ ed to be mo re realistic 
than the federal, an d sev ere eno u gh to meet the 
req u iremen ts o f the state with the wo rst au to mo tiv e 
emissio n p ro blem.” 
In v iew o f the high co st in mo ney an d o il, federal 
en v iro n men tal p ro tectio n stan dards sho u ld indeed be 
carefu lly stu died befo re en fo rcemen t. As o ne o il 
man p u t it, if Califo rn ia — the mo st affected state 
—can liv e with its new, less co stly stan dards, why 
can ’t the natio n?

Navy's 'Captain Marvel' to rescue 


WASHINGTON - In a bu dget-cu tting 
sp ree this y ear, the White Ho u se came 
within a few millio n do llars o f crip p l­ 
ing the n atio n ’s first line o f defense, the 
n u clear su bmarin e fleet. 
The sto ry is detailed in bright red- 
strip ed and blu e-bo rdered Pen tago n se­ 
cu rity fo lders. Secret testimo ny has 
been taken by Rep . Jo hn Mu rp hy 's 
c o a s t gu ard su bco mmittee, which 
sav ed the su bs. 
The hero o f the p iece is a my sterio u s 
Nav y o fficer who called himself “Cap ­ 
tain Marv el” and p ho ned fro m p ay 
bo o ths to alert Co ngress to a threat to 
the su bs’ n av igatio nal sy stems. 
At issu e was a wo rldwide netwo rk o f 
tran smitters ru n by the Co ast Gu ard. 
These v ital tran smitters, called Lo ran- 
\ and Lo ran-C fo r “lo ng-range n av iga­ 
tio n.” giv e ship s and p lanes a radio 
beam to “ho rne” o n so they can establ­ 
ish their lo catio ns. Mo re imp o rtan tly 
fo r n atio nal secu rity , the missile-bear­ 
ing Po laris and Po seido n su bs u se the 
beams no t o nly to determin e where 
they are, bu t to target their ballistic 
bo mbs in case o f en emy attack. 
Dro p in bu cket 
The Co ast Gu ard asked fo r $24 mil­ 
lio n to rep air and ex p and Lo ran-C and 
to keep sectio ns o f Lo ran-A go ing u ntil 
December 1974, when the su bs co n v ert 
to Lo ran-C and o ther sy stems. This is 
a dro p in the bu cket co mp ared to the 
Pen tago n ’s $8 5 -billio n a y ear bu dget. 
The bu dget bo y s at the White Ho u se, 
witho u t u n derstan din g what they were 
do ing, killed the $24 millio n. 
The news 
p anicked 
the 
airlin es, 
which co u nted u p 150 Pacific flights 
that wo u ld hav e to be can celled o r re­ 
ro u ted. There were angu ished ho wls, 
to o , fro m the go v erno rs o f Hawaii and 
Alaska, as well as the Canadian go v ­ 
ern men t. 


Bu t the deep est sho ck was felt inside 
the Pentago n. The Air Fo rce, fo r ex ­ 
amp le, has 600 p lanes, inclu ding B5 2s, 
which o p erate in So u th Pacific areas 
an d dep end heav ily u p o n the Lo ran 
sy stem fo r nav igatio n. In the Mediter­ 
ran ean , the targeting o f U.S. missiles at 
Ru ssian sites wo u ld deterio rate se­ 
rio u sly witho u t the mo ney . 
Main target 
The Jo in t Chiefs, witho u t info rming 
the White Ho u se, q u ietly disp atched 
the my sterio u s “Cap tain Marv el” and 
three o ther to p emissaries in civ ilian 
clo thes to sp read the alarm in Co n­ 
gress. Their main target was Mu rp hy ’s 
co ast gu ard co mmittee which handles 
Lo ran au tho rizatio ns. 
D u r i n g o p en hearings, Mu rp hy 
sp o tted the fo u r “civ ilian s,” lo o king 
agitated, in the back o f the ro o m. Fi­ 
nally . a su bco mmittee staffer checked 
o u t the o dd q u artet. “Ju st call me Cap ­ 
tain Marv el,” said their leader, u sing 
the n ame o f a co mic strip character 
who acco mp lishes miracles with the 
magic wo rd “SHAZAM.” Bu t when 
p ressed, he finally p ro du ced his Jo int 
Chiefs o f Staff “ID” card. 
Once in co n tact with Mu rp hy , “Mar­ 
v el’s” sto ry tu mbled o u t. The White 
Ho u se cu ts wo u ld no t o nly destro y the 
two Lo rans, bu t wo u ld crip p le Po laris 
and Po seido n su bs and o ther warship s 
in v ast stretches o f the So u th Pacific, 
leav ing them v u ln erable to attack. 
The cu ts wo u ld also endan ger them 
in waters o ff the West Co ast. Witho u t 
at least $2 millio n, Mu rp hy was to ld, 
the su bs wo u ld hav e to bu nch fro m 
time to time in the Pacific at least u n­ 
til December 1974, making them sitting 
du cks fo r a strike. 
Feared ex p o su re 
Altho u gh “Cap tain Marv el” was u n­ 


willing to lu nch o p enly with Mu rp hy 
fo r fear the White Ho u se wo u ld learn 
o f his missio n, he agreed to co o p erate 
with Mu rp hy . When Mu rp hy ’s staff left 
a p rearran ged n ame with “Marv el,” 
the o fficer went to a p av p ho ne which 
he ho p ed wo u ld be free o f the Pen ta­ 
go n’s in tern al tap p ing. Fro m there, he 
called back, u sing his co mic strip nick­ 
name. 


su ch clo ak-and-dagger 
fashio n, 
In 
Mu rp hy was tip p ed o ff what in fo rma­ 
tio n to req u est fro m the Jo in t Chiefs' 
staff. In resp o nse, he receiv ed a classi­ 
fied letter fro m the Defense Dep art­ 
men t's general co u nsel, Fred Bu zhardt, 
stressin g the need fo r a nav igatio nal 
sy stem. “Cu rtailment . . . will hav e an 
adv erse o p eratio nal imp act o n the mili­ 
tary u ser fo rces,” wro te Bu zhardt. “ De­ 
signated missio n s” wo u ld be hamp ered, 
he said. 


Armed 
with 
Bu zhardt’s 
p o werfu l 
fo u r-p age message, Mu rp hy wras able 
to bu lldo ze the admin istratio n into res­ 
to ring the v ital $2 millio n fo r Lo ran-A 
o p eratio ns in the So u th Pacific. Then, 
he su mmo ned the su bco mmittee into 
secret sessio n to resto re the remain in g 
$22 millio n. “The Dep artmen t o f De­ 
fense and the Jo int Chiefs o f Staff hav e 
made v ery stro ng rep resen tatio n s to 
me,” he co nfided to his su bo cmmittee 
members behind clo sed do o rs. “The 
OMB, again st the req u est o f. . .De­ 
fense, did cu t tho se fu nds. . ., it fell 
u n der the red p encil.” 


The su bco mmittee resto red the mo ­ 
ney , then Mu rp hy so u ght new ammu n i­ 
tio n to make su re it go t thro u gh the fu ll 
Ho u se Merchant Marine Co mmittee

— and they do n’t hav e to be right. 
Under the q u estio nable legal u m­ 
brella o f the so -called “class su it,” in­ 
div idu als, cap ricio u sly o r malicio u sly , 
may crip p le o u r co u ntry — and they 
hav e no thing to lo se. Witho u t risking a 
dime, they may p ress fo r inju nctio ns 
and o ther blo ckages. 
Fo r ex amp le, at this mo ment do zens 
o f n u clear p o wer p lan ts hav e been hal­ 
ted in v ario u s stages o f co mp letio n be­ 
cau se o f env iro n men tal lawsu its.

No w' alo ng co mes Nader seeking to

p lan ts — in the n ame o f “p u blic safe­ 
ty ” — tho u gh no t o ne mishap has har­ 
med ev en o ne “p u blic” in mo re than 
20 y ears o f o p eratio n. 
So me o f the su ers p araly zing p ro g­ 
ress in the n ame o f eco lo gy are also in 
the fo refro nt o f tho se p ro testin g o u r 5 
p er cent u nemp lo y ment. They can ’t 
hav e it bo th way s. 
It is their o p p o sitio n which halted the 
$69 millio n Tellico Dam in Tennessee 
at a lo ss o f tho u san ds o f jo bs. 
When the $100 millio n Cro ss-Flo rida 
Barge Canal p ro ject was canceled, 
tho u sands o f jo bs were lo st. 
When the $38 6 millio n Alabama wa­ 
terway p ro ject was

tho u sands were left jo bless.

fu lly en gineered p ro jects and p ro grams 
hav e been bro u ght to a halt thro u gho u t 
the 50 states. Nev er befo re hav e so few 
co nsp ired to deny jo bs to so many . 
And while there is mu ch castigatio n 
and co ndemnatio n o f “big in du stry ” 
fo r igno ring the rights and needs o f 
wo rkers, ho w abo u t the “p ro fessio nal 
co n su mers” who are bu ilding big bu si­ 
n esses fo r themselv es by tearin g o th­ 
ers do wn?

eral p ro bes o f Nix o n admin istratio n p ro secu tio n, o r lack o f it, 
o f illegal p o litical esp io nage. 
On March 5 ,197 3, U.S. Atty . Jo hn L. Briggs o f Jackso nv ille, 
Fla., wro te Sen. Henry M. Jackso n that an inv estigatio n o f a 
scu rrilo u s letter abo u t him had been co mp leted witho u t su c­ 
cess. Yet, acco rding to high FBI o fficials, a Feb. 6, 1973, FBI 
rep o rt p ro v ided eno u gh info rmatio n to lead to indictments. In­ 
deed, o nce the Watergate scandal cracked, Nix o n p o litical es­ 
p io nage chief Do nald Segretti was indicted in Flo rida May 5. 
The Feb. 6 FBI rep o rt is no w in the han ds o f sp ecial Water­ 
gate p ro secu to r Archibald Co x . Mo reo v er, Sen. Sam Erv in’s 
Watergate co mmittee p lans au tu mn hearin gs into the Segretti 
o p eratio n. Inev itably , bo th inq u iries will ju dge p o litical slant­ 
ing o f law enfo rcement. 
Two o p p o nents falsely accu sed 
The Flo rida case inv o lv es a sp u rio u s March 1972 letter o n 
the camp aign letterhead o f Sen. Edmu nd S. Mu skie, falsely 
accu sing mo Flo rida p rimary o p p o nents, Jackso n and Sen. 
Hu bert H. Hu mp hrey , o f illicit sex u al acts. A Flo rida Jackso n 
su p p o rter p ro mp tly su p p lied a co p y to the U. S. Atto rney ’s 
o ffice. 
Bu t Briggs, an arden t Rep u blican, did no t req u est an FBI 
inv estigatio n u ntil last Octo ber when a co lu mn by Jack ander- 
so n rev ealed Jackso n ’s req u est. Ev en then, Briggs declared it 
“ absu rd” to co nnect the letter with Rep u blicans o r the Nix o n 
admin istratio n (a ju dgmen t he no w admits was based o n no 
facts). 
On Feb. 8 , Jackso n wro te Briggs jo gging him abo u t the 
inv estigatio n. Briggs’s o riginal rep ly was so insu lting, acco rd­ 
ing to Ju stice Dep artment so u rces, that it wras “ cleaned u p ” in 
Washingto n befo re deliv ery to the Senato r. The sanitized v er­ 
sio n, dated March 5 . info rmed Jackso n the inv estigatio n “has 
no w been co mp leted and we hav e been u nable to establish the 
identities o f” who wro te the letter. 
An enclo sed eight-p aragrap h in v estigativ e su mmary dealt 
mo stly with Briggs’s inability to p in the letter o n a right-wing 
ex tremist. After disp o sing o f this red herrin g in sev en p ara­ 
grap hs, Briggs’s eighth p aragrap h asserted that Patricia Grif­ 
fin, a Mu skie headq u arters emp lo y e, was q u estio ned and “de­ 
nied any kno wledge” o f the letter. 
Bu t stran gely , as Watergate u n rav eled, Briggs’s o ffice 
step p ed u p p ro secu tio n o f the Flo rida case so su ccessfu lly that 
o n May 5 a gran d ju ry indicted Segretti an d an o ther man. Two 
Nix o n o p erativ es directly inv o lv ed, Miss Griffin and y o u ng Re­ 
p u blican leader Ro bert Benz o f Tamp a, testified befo re the 
gran d ju ry 7 (Benz u n der immu nity ) and were no t indicted. 
Why so fru itfu l in May when the in v estigatio n was so barren 
in March? Biggs to ld u s he receiv ed u nsp ecified new info rma­ 
tio n. 
Rep o rt lacked ev idence 
In fact, high FBI o fficials hav e info rmed u s their inv estiga­ 
tio n, begu n Oct. 21, 1972, was essen tially co mp leted in late 
Jan u ary . The “final” rep o rt was dated Feb. 26, 1973, altho u gh 
there were later su p p lemen tary rep o rts. Acco rding to these 
so u rces, the rep o rt by itself did no t p ro v ide su fficient ev idence 
fo r indictments bu t did giv e an y self-resp ecting p ro secu ting 
atto rn ey o bv io u s p aths to fo llo w. 
The FBI rep o rt co ntainer) mu ch material abo u t Benz and 
Miss Griffin. The imp licatio n, acco rdin g to FBI so u rces, was 
that if these two y o u ng p eo p le were su mmo ned befo re a grand 
ju ry , they p ro bably wo u ld tell all. Indeed, mo st details o f the 
case were rep o rted in newsp ap ers the p rev io u s Octo ber—du ly 
no ted in the FBI rep o rt. Bu t nine o f this was in Briggs’s 
rep o rt to Jackso n. No r did Briggs rev eal that Miss Griffin, o n 
adv ice o f co u nsel, refu sed to an swer FBI agen ts’ q u estio ns. 
Ju stice Dep artmen t so u rces to ld u s they “believ e'’ the FBI 
sent its rep o rt to Briggs. Ho wev er, FBI so u rces to ld u s the 
Bu reau sent it to the Ju stice Dep artmen t’s crimin al div isio n, 
headed by Assistant Atty . Gen. Henry 7 Petersen , bu t no t to 
Briggs. A so u rce clo se to Briggs denied that Briggs has seen 
the Feb. 6 rep o rt—o r any “final” FBI rep o rt—to this v ery day . 
This leav es two p o ssibilities: Briggs saw the Feb. 6 rep o rt 
an d igno red it u ntil Watergate eru p ted; o r he n ev er saw it at 
all. In either ev ent, the Ju stice Dep artmen t, which deleted 
ro u gh langu age fro m Briggs’s March 5 letter, went alo ng with 
his barren inv estigativ e su mmary , o mitting v ital info rmatio n 
dev elo p ed by the FBI. 
This o ne asp ect o f the Ju stice Dep artmen t’s inv estigatio n o f 
Segretti’s natio nwide o p eratio ns su ggests man y things: blind 
p artisan ship , stu nning inco mp etence, a p o ssible co v er-u p . The 
sto ry o f ho w the Nix o n admin istratio n enfo rced the law is still 
u nfo lding. 
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"Hfs solution to the Watergate problem is so ob­ 
vious — shoot all suspects, and put all investiga­ 
tors into insane asylums

Dear R.G.? I don’t quite un­ 
derstand why you feel your 
daughter 
should 
repeat 
a 
grade. 
If

having 
trouble, it might be wiser to 
drop some of her extracur­ 
ricular work for a while so 
she can use the extra time to 
catch up, if you feel she’s 
missed out on something. 


There’s no doubt that mov­ 
ing from o ne school to ano­ 
ther, particuarly in mid-term, 
can be jarring, but I should 
think that holding her back 
might be even more 
dis­ 
turbing. There are some indi­ 
cations that repeating grades 
for children does not serve 
the intended purpose. 
A research team from the 
University of Virginia made a 
study of 85 repeaters and 
compared them with children 
who had been promoted des­ 
pite 
inferior 
grades. 
They 
found that even though the 
repeaters started out with a 
higher average on the first- 
grade Metropolitan Readiness 
Test, their achievement and 
intelligence 
deteriorated 
steadily. By the fourth grade 
their men I.Q. was 7.7 points 
below the promoted group 
and by the sixth grade it was 
11.2 points behind. Their 
research indicates that the 
long-term effects of holding 
children back can be very da- 


II vour child is creative this 


might have an even more da­ 
maging effect. The creative 
child is usually highly ima­ 
ginative and highly sensitive 
to his environment. 
Being | 
with younger children might | 
give your daughter a feeling I 
that she had suddenly failed | 
in some way. These children ^ 
might also not offer as much j 
stimulation as she needs. 
Studies conducted at the i 
University of Chicago show ^ 
that creative pe o p l e are , 
usually very flexible in their 
thinking, they are able to pro- | 
duce a large number of ideas i 
in response to any problem, i 
they are original thinkers, ' 
and able to concentrate in ad- , 
verse circumstances. If your | 
daughter is creative, she will ; 
undoubtedly catch up in a 
relatively short time if she i 
has missed anything of im- 
ponance. 
Many parents are apt to 
pressure their children, espe- ; 
cially if they show talent or 
any ususual aptitude. They 
may try to relive their own 
lives through their children. 
This prevents the children 
from developing at their own 
pace and in their own way 
Some children rebel, becom- j 
ing school dropouts or highly | 
reluctant learners. 
' 
Parents who really want to | 
help their children develop 
potential allow them a certain 
freedom of choice, respect 
them as individuals separate 
from their parents and while 
interested in the child’s learn- | 
ing they do not dictate the 
path. 
Remember, ever>’ child has 
only one 
childhood. 
Don’t 
overcrowd your daughter with 
too much discipline and too 
many assignments. The creat­ 
ive child, like any other child, 
needs time to enjoy and to 
observe the 
world 
around 
him.

I never knew you could grill 
seafood!

Dear Mrs. McAvoy: 
Holy mackerel! Have you 
ever been missing something. 
Grilling seafood outdoors is 
not really new, but it is natu­ 
rally not as popular as grill­ 
ing steaks and other meats. 
After all, do you think the 
A m e r i c a n Indians cooked 
their fish on electric ranges? 
The next time you have 
friends over for a cookout try 
this for size: 
Grilled frogs 
legs and prawns or shrimp. 
( P r a w n s are really big 
shrimp with bigger tummies.) 
The real secret to this job 
is the preparation of a mari­ 
nade. After you have shelled 
and 
deveined 
the 
prawns, 
stripped the skin from the 
legs of the frogs and clipped 
the feet if they are still at­ 
tached, submerge the entire 
collection in this. 
1 cup butter 
4 tablespoons olive oil 
4 tablespoons steak sauce 
8 to 12 crushed garlic 
cloves 
2 tablespoons chopped 
onions 
2 teaspoons each of 
crushed celery seeds, 
tarragon, basil 
5 tablespoons white wine 
(I use vermouth) 
1 tablespoon fresh lemon. 
Let it all marinate for a 
couple of hours before grill­ 
ing. 
Listen 
carefully 
now 
or 
you’ll be trying to pick up 
your dinner from the charcoal 
rather than from the grill. 
Use a steak basket. One of 
those long-handled deals that 
people 
use 
when 
cooking 
hamburgers 
or hotdogs 
or 
steaks over an open fire in 
the woods. Open this gadget 
and 
place 
the 
legs 
and 
prawns side by side. Do not 
pile on top of each other or 
they wron’t 
get 
the 
same 
amount of heat, will they? 
When your fire is hotter 
than the desert floor in Au­ 
gust lay the basket on your 
grill. 
It should flame like 
mad. Turn the basket in a 
minute or so. 
Repeat 
for 
about five or six minutes. It 
won’t take long to cook this 
as the prawns or shrimp and 
frogs legs are very delicate. 
The basket is important for 
the above reason, but also be­ 
cause you can turn the entire 
dinner at one time. Imagine 
having to handle a couple do­ 
zen 
little 
frogs 
legs 
and 
shrimps individually. 
And the reason for cooking 
frogs and shrimp is that some 
of your guests may turn up 
their noses at one or the other. 
This way they h a v e an al­ 
ternative and you have 
a 
table of happy eaters.

DALLAS (UPI) - Follow­ 
ing 11 seasons of professional 
football, one all-time pass re­ 
ceiving record and lodged in 
second place in career receiv­ 
ing yardage, Lance Alworth 
Monday announced his retire­ 
ment from professional foot­ 
ball. 
Alworth, a collegiate star at 
the University of Arkansas 
played for nine seasons with 
the San Diego Chargers and 
two seasons with the Dallas 
Cowboys. 
The 6-foot, ISO pound Al­ 
worth set his records during 
th e vears with the Chargers 
in 
th e 
American 
Fo o tb all 
L e a g u e . Mo st sp ectacu lar 
were his dangerous, leaping 
catches from Charger quar­ 
terback John Hadl. 
He was traded to Dallas for 
Cowboy flanker Lance Ren- 
tzel, and had his most satis­ 
fying year, a'nd then his most 
disappointing year. 
In 1971, he was a part of 
the Cowboys’ drive to win Su­ 
per Bowl VI, and it was dur- 
iing that game he made what 
he called the “ two most im- 
p o r t a n t catches I ever 
made.” 
He snared a cmcial third- 
down 21-yard toss from quar­ 
terback Roger Staubach to 
keep Dallas’ opening touch­ 
down drive alive in the sec­ 
ond quarter of that game. 
Moments later he caught a 
seven-yard scoring pass from 
Staubach in the coriier of the 
end zone.

Aaron's shots worth a mint 


ATLANTA (U PI) - When, ( 
and if, Hank Aaron hits his 
714th and 715th home runs, 
those baseballs are going to 
be worth their weight in dia­ 
monds. 
Aaron says it’s news to 
him, but there is a story 
going around that an offer of 
$50,000 has been made for 
home run ball No. 714 and an 
offer of $100,000 for home run 
ball No. 715. 
“ If I hit either one of those 
up into the seats,” said Aa­ 
ron, “ there are going to be 
more than a dozen people out 
there who will pull baseballs 
out 
of their pockets 
and 
swear it’s the one I hit. 
“ I remember what hap­ 
pened when I hit the home 
run that won for us in 1957,” 
Aaron recalled. “ Mr. Perini 
(then Braves owner Louis Pe­ 
rini) offered to buy the ball 
and 
four 
different 
people 
showed up at his office claim­ 
ing they had it.” 
This may not sit too well 
with the folks at Cooperstown, 
N.Y., but Aaron says that if 
he does gain possession of ei­ 
ther ball, he “ has no inten­ 
tion” of “ giving” it to the 
Hall of Fame. 
“ Why should I? ” asked the 
Atlanta Braves superstar. “ I 
don’t owe those people any­ 
thing.” 
It’s becoming apparent that 
the question concerning Aa­ 
ron’s 714th and 715th home 
runs is now when, not if. 
Hank hit No. 694 this past 
Monday and was only 20 shy 
of Babe Ruth’s career record 
of 714. It was his 21st homer 
of the season and that in it­ 
self is quite a feat for a 39- 
year-old baseball player in 
his 20th major league sea­ 
son. 


Since his 21st of the year 
came right at the mid-point of 
the season, Aaron was asked 
what he thought his chances 
were for catching Ruth this 
year. (He needs 41 this sea­ 
son to tie Ruth and 42 to pass 
him.) 
“ I’ve hit more than 40 in 
other seasons 
(six to 
be 
exact),” said Aaron, “ So I 
guess it would be no surprise 
if I should do it again.” 
Aren’t you concerned that 
the hot summer months and 
doubleheaders will slow you 
down? Aaron was asked. 
“ The doubleheaders don’t 
bother me at all,” Aaron re­ 
torted, 
“ Because 
I’m 
not 
going to play in but one game 
at a time. I’m getting too old 
to play two games the same 
day.” 
All the fanfare over Aa­ 
ron’s pursuit of Ruth’s home 
run record has overshadowed 
his other accomplishments. 
But they are considerable. 
Through this past Monday, 
Hank Aaron was the all-time 
leader in total bases with 
6,287; second, 13 behind Stan 
Musial, in extra base hits 
with 1,364; second, 323 behind 
Ty Cobb, in at bats with 
11,106; and second, 135 behind 
Ruth, in runs batted in with 
2,074.

Armenian guilty 
in murders of 2 
Turkish envoys 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) 
— Gourgen Yanikian, 77, was 
found guilty of first degree 
murder Monday for shooting 
to death two Turkish dipl­ 
omats Jan. 27 to avenge the 
massacre of Armenians by 
Turks more than half a centu­ 
ry ago. 
Yanikian, an author of re­ 
ligious plays and novels and 
once a wealthy land devel­ 
oper and international engi­ 
neer, admitted killing Meh- 
met Baydar, 49, Turkish con­ 
sul general in Los Angeles, 
and Baydar’s assistant, Baha- 
dir Demir, 30. He testified he 
thought of it as “ destroying 
two evils.” 
Letters signed 
with Yanikian’s name were 
sent to newspapers, calling 
for a “ war on Turkish dipl­ 
omats.” 
Yanikian testified that he 
was involved in the massacres 
during 
his 
childhood, 
lost 
many relatives, and had seen 
hLs brother’s throat cut. The 
Jewish prosecutor countered 
that history could not be used 
to condone such killings, or it 
would be justifiable for him to 
kill Germans.

Four hard-driving, success-seeking 
Bible salesmen armed with their aspirations 
and all the tricks of the game, are captured 
at their trade in the Maysles Brothers’ classic 
documentary, “ Salesman," which will have its 
American television premiere on K C E T ’s 
Verite series Monday night at 10PM. 


Filmed in cinema verite (described as 
“ direct cinema” by producers Albert and 
David Maysles, “ Salesman" is the portrait of 
four Bible hucksters and the personal crisis 
of one, Paul Brennan, who is frustrated in a 
world where success is the measure of a man. 
From snowbound New England territory, to 
the streets of Miam i, Florida, the film can­ 
didly records the quartets’ spiritual door-to- 
door carney-barking and their motel room 
strategy meetings. 


Be it a subtle approach or hard-sell, “ the 
pitch" makes little difference to Brennan as 


his sales plummet. Turndowns increase and 
breed in him a lonely, depressed and antag­ 
onistic feeling. He now is guilty of the car­ 
dinal sin among Bible salesmen, “ negative 
thinking." Brennan, known as "The Badger,” 
says the film created a tremendous change in 
his life and regards all salesmen as actors. 
The other salesmen include Charlie Mc- 
Devitt, dubbed "The Gipper” from Knute 
Rockne’s famous exhortation, "L e t’s win this 
one for the Gipper!” Of the four he is the 
most successful. 
James Baker, alias "The Rabbit,” claims 
his chief satisfaction in selling Bibles is “ the 
pay." He says salesmen are, in general, “ more 
honest, more sincere, and act more naturally 
than just about anybody.” Brennan describes 
Baker as “ having the face of a choirboy and 
the heart of a barracuda." 
The last member of the foursome is Ray­ 
mond Martos "The Bu ll" who says that sell­ 
ing is his life. Brennan calls Martos “ The in­ 
scrutable sphinx; A frustrated ballet dancer.” 
“ Salesman” was produced in 1969 and is 
the culmination of five months of searching 
for the right men, six weeks of filming, and 
15 months of editing. The production team 
included Albert 
Maysles on camera and 
brother David as soundman and supervising 
editor. Charlotte Zwerin worked in the edit­ 
ing and completion of the film. 
O f "Salesman,” noted playwright Arthur 
M iller commented: “ It is an adventure into 
the American dream where hope is a sale 
and a sale is confirmation of existence itself.” 
And Norman M ailer said: “ I can’t think of 
many movies which have had as much to 
say about American life and have said it 
so well.”

P R O G R E S S B U L L E T IN , TV W EE K . J U L Y 1, 19 73

Thera is a new motion picture due to be released soon that is so exciting and 
well done it will undoubtedly bring an Academy nomination, if not another Award 
itself, to Ernest Borgnine. The title: EMPEROR OF THE NORTH POLE; and Borgnine’s 
co-stars are Lee Marvin and Keith Carradine. The film is the classic story of conflict 
—free man versus the establishment— and Borgnine’s role is that of a man more 
brutal and vicious than the role he played in 1953 in FROM HERE TO ETERNITY. 
I'm certain anyone who saW that film will remember Fatso. Ernest Borgnine became 
the first contemporary "character superstar" with his role of MARTY in 1955. That 
film gave him his Academy Award. His film credits are too numerous to list here. 
Borgnine didn't begin his acting career until he was 28 years old. He spent ten 
years in thd Navy and decided to get out, even though another ten years would 
have given him the necessary twenty for retirement and he would have been only 
38 years old. But the war and military life had begun to bother him and he 
wanted out. After he had been out for several months and1 had not found a job 
that suited him, he almost decided to re-enlist. It was his mother who accidentally 
put him ort to acting. One day when he was standing around complaining about not 
knowing what to do, she said casually, "Why don’t you be an actor? You like making 
a fool of yourself in front of peop'e.” 


He took) her seriously and studied acting at a Hartford. Connecticut acting school 
for four months on the G.l. Bill, then hitchhiked to the famed Barter Theatre, 
Virginia’s state theatre in Abingdon, which he credits with teaching him his craft 
between 1946 and 1950. Borgnine started at the bottom, painting flats, doing odd 
backstage jobs, moving into bit parts and leads until he could "carry as many as 
14 shows in my head at the same time." In 1949, Brock Pemberton, who produced 
HARVEY on Broadway, attended! Barter’s production in which Borgnine played the 
hospital attendant. Pemberton offered Borgnine that role in the road company, but 
had to wait two years until this serious actor felt he was ready. 


Bowline's first professional acting job was as a detective in a radio drama He 
made his film debut in a supporting role in WHISTLE AT EATON FALLS, returned 
to the road company of HARVEY as the hospital attendant, then went overseas to 
play Guilderstern in HAMLET with a troupe entertaining U.S. servicemen in Europe. 
Wherever he travels, Ernie is usually greeted as MARTY or McHALE. Four years 
worth of McHALE’S NAVY, plus the continuous re rdns, guarantees him perpetual 
TV fans, particularly among the younger set. 


A performer who is always working. Borgnine cheerfully discusses his career 
goofs 
As in the motion picture WILLARD, for which he was offered either 
straight salary or a percentage of the profits. "I exercised my usual fine )udg- 
ment." he says ruefully, "and took the salary. Who’d ever want to see a cast of 
rats?” The film was one of the top box-office hits of 1971. 


The general consensus is that almost every star who has played Las Vegas. 
Reno or Lake Tahoe has lost considerable money at the gaming tables. In some 
cases those fabulous $50,000 a week and up salaries have gone back entirely to 
the house with additional coin following. I’ve lost my share in the-past,^so 
naturally i was anxious to talk to Stanley Roberts, whose new book, HOW TO WIN 
AT BLACKJACK, is presently available.

But, most of all, it tells 
you how you can get the casino to play your 
game, instead of your playing their game.’’ 


Roberts is a licensed architect, real estate broker, and city planning consultant 
who with the help of a computer, figured out how to beat the blackiack tables 
in Las Vegas in order to build his own buildings. Now successfully engaged in 
three businesses, 
he has 
released his secrets for the general publics use. He ha.* 
been barred from several 
casinos and casino owners have refused to let him play 
when challenged to a $3000 match game. 


Whether or not it really works I can’t say. I’ve read the book carefully and 
some day I’ll try the system. The only time I ever beat the casino, however, was 
in Reno. I had been riding a bus from Pullman, Washington to Los Angeles The 
bus had a fifteen-minute stop in Reno and I started playing a dime slot machine. 
When I ran out of dimes I jerked on 
the handle out 
of annoyance. To my 
astonishment the wheels started turning. 
I tried again 
and it worked again When 
I won it paid off, but I didn’t have to put in any dimes. I pleaded with the bus 
driver to give me more time but he wouldn’t. As it turned out, I still pulled $23 out 
of the machine.

To Rebuild Our Faith In America: Te 


I 


n 1976 we will celebrate our 
200th anniversary as a na­ 
tion. Now is a good time to 
look back to see how well we 
have carried out our stated pur­ 
poses as set forth in the Decla­ 
ration of Independence and the 
Preamble to the Constitution. 
When we look, we plainly see 
that the “inalienable rights” of 
“all men” have not been as­ 
sured, and that the constitution­ 
al mandate to “establish justice” 
has not been carried out. 
And yet there are pluses as 
well as minuses: 
During the past 50 years, for 
example, life expectancy has in­ 
creased about 50 percent, the 
working day has been cut one- 
third, and per capita output has 
more than doubled. The ad­ 
vances in medical science have 
made ours a healthier world. 
Higher education has become a 
possibility 
for 
millions 
of 
youths, whereas 50 years ago 
it was largely confined to a 
wealthy few. Much social legis­ 
lation has been enacted. Hitler’s 
attempts at conquest were de­ 
feated in a terrible war. And 
after that war, billions of dol­ 
lars were spent to help our 
former enemies rebuild. There 
was the wisdom to begin the 
United Nations, to construct 
NATO, and to carry out the 
Marshall Plan, which saved 
E u ro p e fro m b e in g o v e r­ 
whelmed. Television, radio and 
aviation 
have 
revolutionized 
life. Our gross national product 
astounds us. We have gone to 
the moon. The list goes on and 
on. 
Our country has thus shown 
itself to be strong in many ways, 
able to solve many problems, 
and tough enough to take much 
punishment. 
One thing, 
however, 
that 
could be disastrous would be 
the condition described by W. 


“I am convinced that the old political formula 
of left, right and center is largely inapplicable to important 
issues in this country.

B. Yeats, in which “the best lack 
all conviction while the worst 
are full of passionate intensity.” 
Why do I suggest this dismal 
possibility? Surely not because 
there 
is anything wrong—or 
even inadequate — about our 


ideals. They are as noble as 
when first written into the Dec­ 
laration of Independence: that 
“all men are created equal” and 
have a right to “life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness.” 
But there must be enthusiasm 


for these ideals. Otherwise, en­ 
thusiasm for what is bad will 
surely triumph over lack of en­ 
thusiasm for what is good. 
W ithout 
enthusiasm - without 
human sympathy - words are 
pretty dry. In all candor, have

In many ways, I fear the 
swer is “N o.” There is today 
lack of trust in government an! 
a cynical belief thatgovernme 
is a tool of special interes 
This cynicism stems mostl 
from the way the system itse 
has developed: Measures to 
store public confidence in go 
ernm ent are urgently need 
The following are some of 
suggestions to this end: 
• To begin with, we shoul 
reform our system for elec 
ing the President and th 
Vice President so as to elimi 
nate the very real present pos 
sibility that the candidate wh 
gets the most popular voti 
might also» lose the election 
an event that has occurred 
the past and which, were it t 
happen again, would furthe 
shake public confidence in ou 
system. I believe that the best 
way to do this is to abolish the 
Electoral College and counl 
the electoral vote in propor 
tion to the popular vote. 
• The nomination of the 
President and Vice Presiden 
also 
raises many questions: 
Should we continue the con 
vention system, or should we 
abolish it and elect our can- 
didates via a nationwide pri 
mary? The irritation caused by 
occasional crudities at some con 
ventions should not blur the fact 
that the convention is a device 
that has served us well. It pro- 
vides a forum —and a well-un­ 
derstood procedure—for settling 
the m ajor-party nominations in 
time for the election, so that a 
change in the office of chief ex­ 
ecutive (always a tricky busi­ 
ness in any country) can take 
place in an orderly way. When 
one man has an overwhelming 
lead for the nomination-as 
Franklin D. Roosevelt did in 
1936—the convention is the 
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ery—similar to the work of the 
two Hoover Commissions. 
• An eye should also be 
kept on the quality of coor­ 
dination existing between 
Federal agencies: between 
the White House, the State De­ 
partment, the Defense Depart­ 
ment, the CIA and the Disar­ 
mament Agency, so that, for 
example, while State is on the 
verge of reaching an interna­ 
tional settlement, Defense, with­ 
out this knowledge, will not un­ 
dertake some new military op­ 
eration. 
• The President should 
also be authorized to veto 
specific items in appropria­ 
tion bills. This authority exists 
in virtually every modern gov­ 
ernment. In the U.S., however, 
the President must either veto 
the whole appropriation bill, if 
there is only one feature that is 


clearly objectionable, or he 
must let the objectionable por­ 
tion also become law. 
• The Constitution should 
be amended so that appoint­ 
ments made by the President 
in the 
Executive 
Branch 
would stand unless rejected 
by a two-thirds vote. This 
would give the President power 
and responsibility, while still re­ 
taining enough congressional 
check. 
• The major costs of cam­ 
paigning for President should 
be paid for by the Govern­ 
ment, so that public officials 
will not be under obligation 
to private persons. This, more 
than anything else, is what gives 
rise to the allegations that gov­ 
ernment is the tool of special 
interests. 
• We must put the nation 
on the road to abolishing 


poverty—and not just depend 
on something trickling down 
from the economic activity at 
the top of the heap. Enactment 
of some form of guaranteed 
income would benefit the 
whole community because it 
would make society as a whole 
more contented and thus more 
stable. The goal would be for 
the employables to have work, 
for the unemployables to be 
treated decently, and for all to 
have proper housing and medi­ 
cal care—without bankrupting 
the rest of us. 
I am convinced that the old 
political formula of left, right 
and center is largely inapplica­ 
ble to important issues in this- 
country. The urgent need is for 
government that is efficient, 
trustworthy, farsighted and free 
from selfish influences. Without 
such government, no policy — 


whatever its ideological hue — 
can succeed. 
If, prizing our ideals, we 
move with feeling, we will find 
the strength of mind and will 
to make the needed govern­ 
mental changes, to decide what 
our priorities should be and to 
unify the country once again. 
Then we will find that, invigo­ 
rated, our ideals have an un­ 
limited potential with which we 
can, God willing, solve our 
problems. 
This utterly basic enthusiasm 
must come from the feelings of 
the people. It cannot be done 
by leaders. “We the people,” to 
use the phrase in the Preamble 
to the Constitution, are crucial. 
In the last analysis, it is up to 
each one of us to make our na­ 
tion practice what it preaches 
and live up to 
n m 
its ideals.

place where this fact can be 
registered and acted on. When 
there is a contest — as be­ 
tween Eisenhower and Taft in 
1952, for example —the con­ 
vention provides the place for 
settling the contest. When there 
is a deadlock, the convention 
becomes a true “college,” where 
the party’s leading men can 
meet, talk and evolve a compro­ 
mise. 
• Closely connected with the 
election of the President is the 
election of UJS. senators and 
members of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. Should we, as 
has been 
suggested, in­ 
crease the terms of members 
of the House from two to four 
years—the same as the Presi­ 
dent’s term? If so, should we 
limit the number of terms a 
member could serve, say, to 
two terms—that is, to eight 
years-thus ending a mem­ 
ber’s service in the House 
and, of course, ending his 
seniority? Would this change 
not bring government closer to 
the people? And should similar 
changes be considered for the 
tenure of senators? 
• These questions are all 
closely interrelated. Each one 
has its complications and each 
one is fundamental. They have 
brought me to the conclusion 
that there is a pressing need for 
hearings to be held by appropri­ 
ate congressional committees 
soon. The purpose of these 
hearings should be to inform 
and alert public opinion to al­ 
ternate methods of choosing 
Presidents, Vice Presidents, 
senators and representatives. 
The hearings should be as pub­ 
lic, as dramatic and as interest­ 
ing as possible. The list of wit­ 
nesses should include political 
scientists, campaign managers 
and officeholders. Such hear­ 
ings, if conducted with imagina­ 
tion, would have a stimulating 
effect on public opinion. With­ 
out public support, attempts to 
solve problems as fundamental 
as these will surely fail. 
• There should be periodic 
surveys of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment for the promotion of 
economy and efficiency—to 
get the snarls out of the machin-

.Mr. Lodge Recalls His Childhood 


My father died when I was 
seven. I remember him as a big, 
handsome man with white teeth, 
blue eyes, thick light-brown hair, 
and a deep tan. He would draw 
me pictures of men on stiff filing 
cards, making the heads out of 
red and blue sealing wax. He 
would take me to Rock Creek 
Park in Washington and make lit­ 
tle sailboats out of scraps of 
wood, equip them with paper 
sails, and launch them into the 
creek. 
His great interest in life was 
writing poetry, but he also worked 
in my grandfather’s office in the 
Senate. At first we lived in a 
beautiful old house with a big 
garden at 1925 F Street, which is 
now the “1925 F Street Club.” My 
parents then built a house on 
Massachusetts 
Avenue, 
near 
Sheridan Circle, backing on Rock 
Creek Park. 
Washington in those days was 
a sleepy Southern town. The 
streets were quiet. The street 
cars on their rails made little 
noise and the sound of their bells 
was pleasant. The clip-clop of the 
horse-drawn taxis (known as 
herdics) and the almost inaudible 
hum of the “electrics”—the auto­ 
mobiles moved by storage bat­ 
teries in which ladies traveled 
about the town—would never 
even drown a whisper. Gasoline 


autos were infrequent, and the 
air under all the leafy archways 
lining the streets was clean. 
There were many large private 
houses, 
mostly 
of 
red-brick 
Federalist style, with white col­ 
umns and trim. But there was 
also plenty of room, many vacant 
lots and parks—and many fewer 
people. 
As a child I was surrounded by 
some 
remarkable 
people, 
to 
whom the statement of 
the 
French philosopher Montaigne 
applied: “It is an absolute per­ 
fection, and as it were divine, to 
know how, in all sincerity, to get 
the very most out of one’s own 
individuality.” The adults in my 
childhood certainly knew how to 
do that. Of how many can that be 
said today in our compressed 
and bureaucratic society? Has 
work on the production line or in 
great offices had a standardizing 
effect on human beings? Is the 
shrinkage of individualism the re­ 
sult of putting 14 million men 
through the military services in 
World War II or of putting mil­ 
lions through colleges? Or was 
it simply because my parents 
knew remarkable people, who 
were, in Archibald MacLeish’s 
words, 
the 
“untouched, 
un­ 
coached, undoctored, untinted 
human self, the self itself, the 
man, the woman”?

ANSWERS 
1. True. Studies sponsored by 
the 
National 
Institutes 
of 
Health show that in most 
cases, the common garden- 
variety form of depression 
tends to have purely psycho­ 
logical symptoms, while more 
serious forms are likely to be 
characterized by physical 
symptoms as well — such as 
sleeplessness, loss of appetite, 
weight loss, lack of interest in 
the opposite sex, etc. 
2. False — according to find­ 
ings of a university study, 
which show that depressed 
persons are benefited by get­ 
ting more excitement into 
their lives. It is recommended 
that depression-prone people 
“facilitate an increasing ex­ 
perience of social excitement” 
by developing excitement-rel­ 
evant skills. Examples would 
be skiing, mountain climbing, 
or various games and activi­ 
ties of the more exciting, ac­ 
tion-packed variety. 


3. TVne-particularly if “low” 
periods occur often and are

The findings of British medi­ 
cal research show that “re­ 
peated spells of depression,

Loss of appetite and weight 
are also pronounced.” He al­ 
so notes that continuous cry­ 
ing without any organic cause 
should always be suspect, as it 
may be caused by anxiety or 
depression. 

A psychological 
study of depression-prone and 
non-depression-prone people 
has shown that those in the 
more - subject - to - the - blues 
category tended to differ from 
the others in that they had less 
self-esteem , less self-confi­ 
dence, were more given to 
anxious self-doubt, more in­ 
clined to suppress feelings of 
aggressiveness and assertive­ 
ness.

FAMILY WEEKLY: W hat is your secret 
for staying so young? 
MAE: I never had a face-lift, I never had 
anything surgical done to me. I just don’t 
age. Of course, I don’t drink and I don’t 
smoke, and that may help. But 1 am sure 
those are not the only reasons. I eat only 
foods that are good for my system, and 
I exercise a lot. But even that’s not the 
only reason. I am not just a star—I am a 
writer as well. And a thinker! I always 
keep busy. But that’s not the only reason 
either. Maybe a little bit of everything. 
FW: Do you think a woman should tell 
her age? 
MAE: Age means nothing. It depends 
upon how a woman looks, how she feels. 
Everybody knows my age. [Editor’s 
note: According to Information Please 
Almanac, Mae West was bom on August 
17, 1892.] Some people think I am 25 or 
26. Some people think I am even young­ 
er than that. What do you think? 
FW: I think you’re an extremely good- 
looking woman for your age. I can’t help 
noticing that everything, including your 
wardrobe, is all white. Why is that? 
MAE: I never feel dressed unless I wear 
white. But if you look around [the Vene­ 
tian blinds of her Hollywood apartment 
were half-shut, so it wasn’t* that light in 
the room], you’ll see that not everything 
is stark white, but sort of pale, blended 
colors. White with gold. Off-white. 
FW: In your opinion, which is more 
beautiful, the male figure or the female 
figure? 
MAE: I think they are both beautiful- 
in different ways. A man should be mas­ 
culine, a woman should be feminine. I 
don’t like men who look effeminate. Eve 
always had a beautiful figure. See that 
sculpture over there? [She pointed to a 
white nude statue on the piano.] That’s 
me. [Then she pointed to a picture be­ 
hind me of a nude woman lying on a 
bed.] That’s me too. It was painted with­ 
out my knowing it. 
FW: How did the artist do that? 
MAE: Can’t you see my head is turned 
away? 
FW: I noticed at the dinner party the 
other day that you had a bodyguard with 
you. Why do you have a bodyguard? 
MAE: Whenever I go out, there are so 
many people around that I can t move. 
So I don’t go out any more. I exercise on 


my ranch, or at the beach. I also have a 
walking machine in my apartment. I 
never go any place without a bodyguard, 
not even down the corridor to the eleva­ 
tor, because there are always so many 
people who want autographs. Also, these 
days it is not too safe to be on the streets. 
FW: Do you have any women friends? 
MAE: I like women, but I really have no 
time to be pally.

minute scene, and then held up the com­ 
pany for more money for having written 
it—and wanted co-billing with me! 
FW: Did he get it?

My scenes with him had been 
completed, but there were a lot of scenes 
still to be done, and he made it impossi­ 
ble for the company to shoot. He drank 
again. He had many ways of holding up 
production. Finally he got the money and 
the writing credit with me. And, as a re­ 
sult of it, he never made another picture 
for Universal. 
FW: Or with you? 
MAE: One was enough! 
FW: What about Raquel Welch? You 
worked with her in “Myra Breckenridge.” 
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“Age means nothing,” says Miss West “ It 
depends on how a woman looks, how she feels.” 


MAE: Raquel is okay, although she was 
a bit envious of what I wore.

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Survey shows fuel shortages 
easing in most areas of U.S. 


By United Press International 


There are increasing signs this week 
that the gasoline shortage is easing in 
the United States. 
Production of gasoline is up. The in­ 
crease in consumption this year is not as 
great as had been forecast. 
Some stations are staying open longer 
hours for the first time in weeks. Allot­ 
ments to stations have been increased by 
some suppliers. 
But a UPI survey of conditions around 
the country also showed that supplies 
still are short in some areas— particu­ 
larly the Northwest. In Ohio, officials are 
talking about the possibility of govern­ 
ment-imposed rationing. 


On the optimistic side, there have been 
these developments: 
—The Independent Petroleum Associa­ 
tion of America (IPAA) said it had ex­ 
pected demand to be 6 or 7 per cent 
higher this year than last. As of late 
June, the demand was running around 5 
per cent higher. 
—The National Petroleum Refiners As­ 
sociation (NPRA) said American refi­ 
neries have raised their production to 94 
per cent of capacity and have announced 
plans to expand their capacity by some 2 
million barrels a day within three years’ 
time. 
—Arco, Texaco, Gulf, Exxon and Shell 
have announced they can make more 
gasoline available to dealers this sum- 


mer than originally had been expected. 
Arco had planned to hold its dealers to 
96 per cent of the gasoline they received 
last year. Now its Eastern dealers will 
get 104 per cent. 
—The Georgia Motor Club surveyed 
stations and found some have increased 
hours of operation for the first time in 
weeks. In Texas, an American Automo­ 
bile Association (AAA) survey deter­ 
mined ‘‘the gasoline crunch has taken a 
turn for the better.” The survey showed 
only half the stations that had held cus­ 
tomers to a purchase limit were still lim­ 
iting sales this week. Thirty-three per 
cent were limiting their hours, com­ 
pared to 40 per cent the previous week. 
—A Texaco station on the outskirts of 


Washington, 
D.C., 
put up 
a 
sign 
a 
souple of weeks ago s a y i n g , “ Sorry, 
Gas 
Shortage, 
Now 
C l o s i n g

day.” The sign came down during the 
past week. A new AAA survey said 58 
per cent of stations in the Washington 
area were closing Sundays, compared to 
77 per cent two weeks ago. 
However, continued problems were re­ 
ported in the Pacific Northwest. Oregon 
State Police said many motorists got 
stranded for the night during the past 
weekend when they ran out of gas short 
of the only m ajor station open between 
Portland and Albany. 
Washington State had a similar situa­ 
tion between Olympia and Vancouver.

Guidelines adopted 
Peace aura pervades 
Helsinki conference 


HELSINKI (U P I)-T hirty - five nations 
of East and West opened the European 
Security Conference today and imme­ 
diately endorsed a series of guidelines 
aimed at turning the dying cold war into 
an era of lasting peace. 
It was the largest post-war European 
conference and possibly the biggest since 
the 1815 Congress of Vienna, when al­ 
most every European nation m et-in the 
Austrian capital to repair the ravages of 
ihe Napoleonic era. 
The guidelines—on trade, on hedges 
against surprise attack and on more “ bu­ 
rn a n 
contacts” 
between 
East 
and 
West—had been worked out in seven 
months of laborious preparatory talks 
here. 
But it took the 35 foreign ministers 
barely 10 seconds to approve the guide­ 


lines, which wall go now to committees of 
experts for refining into concrete prop­ 
osals to be adopted later. 
The approval caught most delegates by 
surprise. Finnish Foreign Minister Ahti 
Karjalainen, presiding over the 32-minute 
opening session of the conference, asked 
if there were any objections to the guide­ 
lines. There were none, and Karjalainen 
pronounced them approved. 
The guidelines include an exchange of 
observers at military maneuv rs, a bet­ 
ter deal for Western business and news­ 
men in Eastern Europe, broader ex­ 
changes of information, easier East-West 
m a r r i a g e s — e v e n guarantees of 
sovereignty that the West interprets as a 
renunciation of the “ Brezhnev Doctrine” , 
which Russia used to justify its invasion 
of Czechoslovakia in 1968.

They were real 
heroes. 1 took them down the tower with­ 
out the two gunmen knowing about it.” 
Then Fullenkamp, still undetected by 
the gunmen, decided the only way to get 
Mrs. Neidermier out was to rush the 
gunmen— but alone, so he could sneak in 
and ambush them.

Palm Springs inferno 
still 'out of control' 


PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (UPI) - “ The 
One Horse Fire,” the worst blaze in Cali­ 
fornia this year, burned unchecked into a 


fourth day today, flaming through moun­ 
tain timber country and into a scenic 
state park. 


With more than 10,000 charred acres of 
forest and brush land behind it, the fire 
moved ahead on a four mile wide front 
in the fringes of Mount San Jacinto Slate 
Park, six miles northwest of this popular 
Southern California resort city. 
The state division of forestry and U.S. 
Forest Service fielded an arm y of 1,500 
men—and the six women of the “ Morn- 
ingstar Blue’s” from Fresno, Calit., an 
all female squad that is a rarity in the 
virtually all male world of forest fire 
fighting teams, 


Because of the rough mountain terrain 
into which the fire burned—steep slopes, 
peaks reaching 6,500 feet and more, 
—the firefighters were chasing the blaze 
in a fleet of 12 helicopters. 
They used ropes to clam ber down cliff 
faces to get at the spearheads of flame. 
The fire started in dry brush land Sat­ 
urday near One Horse Springs, from 
which it took its name. Authorities said 
the blaze, which began in the Morongo 
Indian Reservation, was started by fire­ 
works. Three boys were questioned by 
sheriff’s deputies and released. 
Forest Service officials estimated the 
fire had consumed more than one million 
board feet of tim ber since it got into the 
pine forests at higher elevations, and 
done $359,000 damage to timber, wa­ 
tershed and equipment.

Warnings against the illegal use of 
fireworks have been issued by law en- 
gorctm ent officials, and traffic officers 
will be extra alert for violators of laws 
on the roads. 
“ Sale and sane” fireworks are legal 
only in the citties in which they are sold; 
other types of fireworks are illegal. Loc­ 
al cities allowing “safe and sane” fire­ 
works include La Verne, Walnut and 
Chino. 


Portions of the San Bernardino Moun­ 
tains have been closed to the public and 
fireworks of all types are strictly prohi­ 
bited in all national forests. 
Holiday weather will be sunny and hot 
with a high of 103 degrees. 
Forecaster Bill Hackel of the National 
Weather Service office in Riverside said 
the high tem perature in Pomona today 
will be 102 degrees. 


The weather observation station at Cal 
Poly reported that Pomona had a high 
tem perature Monday of 96 degree* and a 
low this morning of 65 degrees. Tem­ 
peratures are expected to decrease a few 
degrees Thursday and Friday. 
There will be smoggy skies today and 
the San Bernardino County Air Pollution 
Control District has called a heavy smog 
alert for all areas of the county. 


The APCD has requested that all unne­ 
cessary driving be curtailed.

The suspects were arrested when they 
attempted to pass the counterfeits at a 
branch of the Bank of America, agents 
said. 
The FI spokesman said the counterfeit­ 
ing headquarters was in a printing plant 
in El Segundo.

State’s dairymen 


ask 2-cent raise 


to avoid shortage 


SACRAMENTO

California 
dairymen have called for milk prices to 
be increased by at least two cents a 
quart so they can keep up with their ra­ 
pidly rising production casts. 
A large number of producers testified 
Monday before a state Department of 
Food and Agriculture hearing into dairy 
industry requests to increase the retail 
cost of milk to cover the rising cost of 
producing it. 
Most of the producers testifying re­ 
quested a two-cent boost per quart but 
several said a larger boost was neces­ 
sary to permit the industry to “survive” 
financially. 
Gale Hopson, a dairyman from Ander­ 
son, urged dairymen to stop producing 
milk unless they received assurance of a 
“decent price increase” from the depart­ 
ment panel which conducted the hear­ 
ing. 
Some of the producers warned the ris­ 
ing cost of feed, labor, buildings and 
equipment were driving many of them 
out of business and could resuit in a milk 
shortage. They said feed costs have iiv 
creased about 20 per cent this year.

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Food industry fears collapse in 60-day freeze

much of the nation’s food distribution 
system will collapse if the current pi ice 


freeze is allow«! to continue its full 60 
days. 
Hie warning came in Washington Mon­ 
day at a hearing by the adm inistration’s 
Food Industry Advisory Committee into 
plans for the Phase IV economic pro­ 
gram that will follow the freeze Presi­ 
dent Nixcn imposed in mid-June. 
While the committee was in session in 
Washington, Agriculture Secretary Earl 
l . Butz wa- at Kenansville, N.C., where 
hr told a meeting of Young Republicans 


that price freezes and controls are “self- 


defeating in the long run.” He said cat­ 
tlemen and other food producers were 
being forced to curtail production be­ 


cause consumers were demanding that 
food be sold near the current cost of pro­ 
duction or below. 
“Their alternative is to produce at no 
profit or a loss,” Butz said. “That’s the 
self-defeating part.” 
A number of food producer* have com­ 
plained the ireeze is forcing them to sell 
their goods below the cost of produc­ 
tion. 
Clarence G. Adamy. president of the 
National Association of food chains, said 


he understood that a freeze ‘is supposed 


to hurt.’’ But he said it was pointless “ to 
make the pain so intense that it causes 


the collapse of large portions of the na­ 
tion’s food distribution system.” 
Adamy warned this will happen if the 
freeze lasts the maximum 60 days. 
R. Hal Dean, chairman of Ralston Pu­ 
rina Co., agreed the situation was criti­ 
cal. 
“ The food industry is facing a crisis of 
unprecedented proportions that threatens 
the American people's confidence in pri­ 
vate industries’ ability to provide ade­ 
quate feed supplies.” Dean said. 
Dean said the administration should 


move to Phase IV immediately. 


Government stabilization officials al­ 


ready have indicated they expect Phase 
IV to be started before Aug. 13—the out­ 


side deadline Nixon has set for the end 
of the freeze. 
Last week, the administration placed 
an embargo on soybean and cottonseed 
exports, hoping to bolster domestic lives­ 
tock feed supplies and hold down food 
prices. On Monday, government officials 
converted the embargo into a licensing 
program designed to restrict exports and 
drop domestic soybean meal prices. Soy­ 
beans and soybean meal have more than 
tripled in price during the past year.

Ayala said the new program couldn’t 
go into operation this fiscal year. “ But 
we can be prepared for the next fiscal 
vear.”

In 1939 >he went to Broadway for a 
supporting role in the musical “ Dubarry 
Wa? a Lady” and ended up stealing the 
*how from its *tar, Ethel Merman. 
This brought Miss Grable an offer to 
star in “ Down Argentine Way” when the 
film’s original star, Alice Faye, became 
ill. This technicolor musical became the 
format for a dozen other Grable films 
*uch as “ Pin-Up Girl,” “ Moon over 
Miami” and “ Mother Wore Tights.” 
When Darryl Zanuck said he would 
make her a great actress in the role cf a 
drunk in the dram a “The Razor’s Edge,” 
Mi*s Grable turned him down. 
“ Peonie w'ottld expect me to end up as 
a mermaid and rise with seaweed in my 
hair,” she said. 
After her divorce from Coogan and a 
romance with George Raft, Miss Grable 
married band leader Harry Jam es on 
July 5, 1943, in Las Vegas.

Will wait to speak his piece 
Nixon rules out going 
before Ervin committee

President Nixon intends to tell his ver­ 
sion of the Watergate story' to “an appro­ 
priate forum” —but not to the Ervin 
Committee and not until the committee’s 
hearings end, which may be months 
away. 
The Western White House Monday flat­ 
ly ruled out any appearance by the 
President before the E n in committee, 
the federal grand jury investigating Wa­ 
tergate crimes, or before newsmen while 
the Senate probe continues. 
“The President w ill speak to this m at­ 
ter in what he considers an appropriate 
forum,” Press Secretary' Ronald L. Zieg­ 
ler told reporters Monday. 
“ Because of the President’s strong 
feeling? of the separation of powers and 
the prerogative of the executive branch, 
he will not testify before the Ervin Com­ 
mittee,” Ziegler said. 
“ It would be constitutionally inappro­ 
priate.” 
Herbert G. Klein, former White House 
director of communications^.lold. inlfilr 
viewer* Nixon was “deeply hurt” at 
being “let down” by his former aides in 


the scandal. 
Ziegler made it clear that Nixon would 
hold no news conferences while witnesses 
are appearing before the Ervin Com­ 
mittee. 
The Watergate phase of the hearings is 
txpeited to continue at least until mid 
August. The committee plat s to call at 
least nine more witnesses, including ior- 
mer Attorney General John Mitchell and 
key White House aides John Erhlichman 
and H. R.

CIA to watch its step, 
Nixon nominee promises 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - William E. 
Colby, 
President 
Nixon’s nominee to 
head the Central Intelligence Agency, 
Monday said he would resign rather than 
let the White House use the CIA for do­ 
mestic intelligence in violation of its 
charter. 
However, Colby also told a Senate con- 
frimation hearing Monday—with only one 
Senator present—that CIA would 6till 
have numerous functions to perform 
within the United States, including the 
collection of intelligence information on 
toreign governments trom U.S. citizens 
and the surveillance of foreigners in the 
United State. 
He also said he could “ envision a si­ 


tuation where the CIA might help a 
White House employe meet someone" 
under a false identity, but added, “ I 
think we are going to be very careful 
with some of our unique equipment and 
we are not going to let it out without our 
control.” 
It has recently been disclosed that CIA 
provided E. Howard Hunt, who later 
pleaded guilty in the Watergate case, 
with a wig, false identification and vari­ 
ous electronic equipment allegedly later 
used in the burglary of the office of Da­ 
niel Ellsberg’s psychiatrist. 
Colby acknowledged that providing spy 
equipment to Hunt was "a mistake" but 
said it would not be made again.

LA V ER N E — The City of La Verne l* 
soliciting help from Pomona and Clare­ 
mont to defeat a recommendation by the 
Regional 
Planning Commission for 
a 
large mobile home park in county ter­ 
ritory surrounded by the three cities. 
A proposal for the construction of a 40- 
acre development with approximately 400 
spaces north of Foothill Boulevard be­ 
tween Williams and Bradtord avenues 
was recently passed by the county com 
mission and is scheduled to go before the 
Board of Supervisors July 26. 
La Verne is not only milted because 


the city was not consulted about a devel­ 
opment in its area of influence; it con­ 
tends that the mobile home park w'ould 
be in conflict 
with the general plan 
which has just been completed, 
and 
which calls tor higher quality homes in 
the area. 
The m atter was brought before the 
City Council by Councilman Harrison 
Sanborn Monday night. He said he was 
at a loss to understand why the county’s 
planning commi-sion had “ failed to exer­ 
cise the courtesy it usually extends to 
the cltks which are affected by such a 
development ” 
At his suggestion, the council passed a 


motion asking support trom neighboring 
Claremont and Pomona when La Verne 
goes before the supervisors to oppose the 
development. 
Planning Director Charles l e Gros 
said the land, adjacent to the eastern 
boundary' ot the city, is earm arked in the 
general plan mostly for quality single 
residential developments with a density 
of one unit per 10,000 square feet. 
In another zoning development, the 
council granted the request of the owners 
ot a parcel of land on the northwest cor­ 
ner of Wheeler and Base Line avenues 
for a change from commercial and mul­ 
tiple residential to single residential — 


Rl-10,000 - zone. 
The parcel has been a point of con­ 
troversy for several months. It Is where

But 
in the cold, calculating world 
of reality, says Pettis, the 
two capitals can no longer af­ 
ford to avoid mutual recogni­ 
tion. 


Part of an eight-man con­ 
gressional team invited by 
the Chinese government, Pet­ 
tis says he “ wants to get 
down to brass tacks” with his 
counterparts in the Commu­ 
nist regime.

An agree­ 
ment along those lines could 
be mutually advantageous for 
both sides.” 


Pettis said he also hopes to 
discuss possible aviation de­ 
velopment with China.

said United Airlines has been 
t a l k i n g with the Chinese 
about setting up a “ kind of 
training system for airlines. 
The congressman indicated 
this is another area of vital 
interest to the Chinese, be­ 
cause a country that large 
cannot afford to limp along 
with a one-horse airline. 
The State Department iti­ 
nerary had the congressmen 
leaving Washington Saturday. 
For two weeks they will tour 
China; from Shanghai, to Pek­

“ The freeway is the logical natural 
boundary' for the city,” said Rowley in 
suggesting that the city staff look into 
the m atter. “ It doesn’t look like Chino is 
doing anything in that area."

The area in question was once the sub­ 
ject of a bitter controversy between the 
cities of Montclair, Chino and Ontario. 
In 1965 when San Bernardino County 
approved a master plan for the West 
End, Ontario relinquished its claim on 
the area while Montclair and Chino es­ 
tablished the Phillips Street boundary for 
future planning purposes. 
Presently. Chino’s northern boundary 
generally runs along the Pomona Free­ 
way, while Montclair’s southern city lim­ 
it generally runs along State Stieet. 
In other matters, the council; 
—Authorized the city to advertise lot 
bids for landscaping of the water reten­ 
tion basin north of San Bernardino Stieet 
and south of the San Bernardino Free­ 
way. The basin will be the first of four 
to be converted into a natural canyon 
area to be called Montclair Parkway. 


—Set July 16 as the date for a public 


hearing on the proposed amendment to 
the City’s R3 (multiple family dwelling)

—Gave first, reading to an ordinance 
which will raise the cost of licensing a 
bicycle in the city by 40 cents.

DAVIS (UPI) ~ Charges 
that problems with mayon­ 
naise and sauerkraut stained

work record of a middle-aged 
widow have cost the woman 
her job. 
The University of California 
fired the woman, a food serv­ 
ices employe for nearly eight 
years, on the grounds she 
s p r e a d 
mayonnaise 
in­ 
correctly and took too long to 
put the sauerkraut on hot 
dogs, Loren McMaster, her 
attorney, said Monday. 
He said he is appealing the 
dismissal of the woman, who 
is currently unemployed, to 
UC President Charles Hitch. 
M c M a s t e r contends the 
c h a r ges are not serious 
enough to justify the firing. 
McMaster declined to re­ 
lease the Sacramento wom­ 
an's name without her per­ 
mission. He said she was a 
widow in her 50s with several 
children. 
Her work record 
was previously unmarred, he 
declared. 
University officials refused 
to comment on the case. 
McMaster, a lawyer for the 
California State Employes As­ 
sociation, said the charges 
against the veteran employe 
included the following: 
—She “ failed to spread ma­ 
yonnaise correctly. 
It was 
not spread all the way to the 
not spread all the way to the 
edge of the sandwich bread. 
—One day she took an aver­ 
age of 1.3 minutes each to put 
sauerkraut on 50 hot dogs and 
wrap them. University offi­ 
cials said the task took 65 
minutes when it should have 
taken only 15 to 25 minutes, 
according to McMaster. But 
he said they could not verify 
her time. 
—She made a five-cent er­ 
ror in labeling the prices oi 
five ham and cheese san­ 
dwiches. 
—She made such a large 
batch of egg salad sandwich 
mix that part of it had to be 
thrown out. McMaster said 
that at a hearing it was 
brought out she made the 
regular two-day batch of the 
mix. He said all the mix was 
not used because the campus 
was closed the second day to 
mourn the death of President 
Johnson. 
—She forgot, for three days 
in a row, to make two subma­ 
rine sandwiches for workers 
at the Primate Center on the 
campus. 
McMaster said the woman’s 
problems began when she 
was transferred to a different 
section of the food services 
department last fall. 
He 
stated 
she 
offended 
“ some big cheeses” 
when 
their breakfast was not pro­ 
vided fast enough. 
She was then shuttled to the 
s a n d w i c h department to 
“ build a case against her,’ 
he said. She was fired Feb. 9. 
McMaster said Chancellor 
James Meyer of the UC cam­ 
pus has already turned down 
one appeal.

With no discussion, this area 
was reduced in density from 
the current four-to-six famil­ 
ies down to zero-to-four famil­ 
ies per acre.

to halt sale 


of Pertussin

The Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration Monday ordered the 
recall of Pertussin Nighttime 
Medicated Vaporizer Spray, 
which has been linked to 18 
deaths in five years. 


The maker of the product, 
Cheseborough-Ponds Inc. of 
Greenwich, Conn., told the 
FDA it would comply with the 
order. It said it already had 
stopped sales. 


A non-prescription remedy, 
the spray is labeled for tem­ 
porary relief of nasal con­ 
gestion. 
In a statement, the FDA 
said it believed the ‘‘hazard 
potential” in the Pertussin 
aerosol was an ingredient cal­ 
led lj.l-trichloroethane, which 
was used to help dissolve the 
medicinal 
ingredients 
into 
spray form. 
The company said the 18 
deaths reported since 1968 
were caused by “either gross 
misuse or abuse of the va­ 
p o r i z e r product.” Chese­ 
borough-Ponds said it had sold 
30 million units of the produce 
in 14 years. 
Seventeen 
of 
the deaths 
were “clearly” caused by mi­ 
suse, the FDA said, but the 
18th— that of a five-year-old 
g i r l 
in 
Cleveland 
April 
18—was not under conditions 
that could be considered abu­ 
sive. 
The agency said it recom­ 
mended that consumers dis­ 
card or return tt the place of 
purchase all available cans of 
the spray. It said the recall 
did not apply to any other 
nonprescription cold remedies 
in the Pertussin line.

Ethnic courses planned for Pomona teachers 


POMONA —- As mandated by the state 
Education Code, Pomona schools will of­ 
fer — probably next fall — teacher inser­ 
vice training in the history, culture and 
current problems of racial and ethnic 
minorities. 
Sidney 
G. 
Moses, 
assistant 
super­ 
intendent of educational services, last 
week told the school board the program 
has one unique feature. 
“At present, we are required to offer 
this training to teachers. However, they 
are not required to take it.” he ex­ 
plained. 
Under sections 13345 through 13349 of 
the code, such training must be provided 
personnel working in public schools with 
25 per cent or more minority student po­ 
pulation. This affects one-third of all Cal­ 
ifornia public schools. 
“ Twenty-two of our district’s 30 schools 
qualify as participating schools for such 


in-ervice training.’,’ said Moses. 
The statewide goal is completion of 60 
to 90 hours of instruction by certificated 
staff of mixed and minority schools by 
the end of the 1975-76 school year. 
“ In our program design, we must es­ 
tablish goals for district inservice and 
recommend the curriculum that would 
accomplish the intergroup needs of par­ 
ticipating schools,” Moses continued. 
He said he would he prepared 
in 
a month or six weeks to bring back to the 
board “ a plan we recommend.” 
The state Department of Education 
must approve district programs. 
Moses said that such inservice train­ 
ing, to be corducted either by school dis­ 
tricts or colleges and universities would 
offer 
information 
and 
learning expe­ 
riences regarding minority groups and 
majority-minority relations in order to 
improve the ability of staff “to provide 


relevant 
and 
effective 
instruction 
in 
schools with 25 to 100 per cent minority 
enrollment.’’ 
Goals, he explained, w'ould include pre­ 
paring teachers and other school staff 
members to understand and effectively 
relate to the history', culture and current 
problems of students of diverse ethnic 
backgrounds and their environment.

STANTON SELBY 
City Council refuses to bow to police salary demands

POMONA — Despite pleadings by a 
spokesman for the 138-member Pomona 
Police Officers’ Relief Association, the 
City Council Monday night declined to 
become directly involved in salary nego­ 
tiations and showed no signs of budging 
from its earlier offer of a 5 per cent 
cost-of-living increase. 
The association through its attorney, 
Stephen Silver, pressed for assurances 
that the council’s chief representative at 
future negotiations would not stick to the 
council’s “firm and unbending position.” 
Unless the council’s chief negotiator. 


personnel officer Sidney Simms, is al­ 
lowed to exercise his own judgment, said 
Silver, future negotiations would be a 
waste of time and “ would result in a 
much more serious morale problem.” 
Mayor Ray J. Lepire responded time 
and time again that Simms was author­ 
ized to negotiate according to term s set 
by the council. 
Silver raised the m atter during the au­ 
dience communications portion at the 
end of the council meeting. A number of 
police officers and members of their fa­ 
milies attended. 
Silver said that at two formal meetings 
and at a session with a stale conciliator, 


“ the city has taken only one position and 
has not departed from it.” 
At one point, Lepire interrrupted Silver 
to ask if the latter had evidence to sup­ 
port the attorney’s rem arks that the city 
was not interested in the needs and prob­ 
lems of police officers who, put it, is Sil­ 
ver “each day wake up in the morning 
and put their lives on the line,” 
Silver repealed his earlier contention 
that the city had not met and conferred 
in good faith, a point later challenged by 
Lepire and Councilman Charles W. Ba­ 
der. 
Some members of the audience had al­ 
ready walked out when torm erF ire Chief 


Harry Williamson began talking about 
paying city employes wages comparable 
to county employes. 
Williamson said he was speaking as a 
citizen and taxpayer and said the city 
tax rate should have been raised so that 
sufficient funds were available for ade­ 
quate salary increases. 
Williamson said in the past the city 
had trained public safety personnel only 
to lose them later to county government 
because of the higher county salaries. 
William-on urged cities in the county 
to band together and tell the “ Board of 
Supervisors where the hell to get off.” 
Some of the persons who had left the 


meeting returned. 
Bader agreed police, firemen and other 
city employes were doing a good job but 
disagreed that the council was “ not in­ 
terested” in the city’s employes. 
Bader said total compensation paid a 
patrolman had increa-ed more than 15 
per cent in 1970, 5.5 per cent in 1971 and 
more than 17 per cent in 1972, or about 
40 per cent in the last three years. 
In the last year, Bader continued, re­ 
tirement benefits cost about one half mil­ 
lion dollars ‘ and you know we caught 
hell doing it.” 
“ When one of the ploys is to attack our 
negotiator personally, 1 don’t think that 


fair either,” said Bader. 
Lepire said this fiscal year's budget 
was up some $1.5 million 
from 
the 
previous year with almost $1 million 
going to the police and fire departments. 
Ot that $1 million, Lepire continued, 
about 75 per cent was earm arked for 
wages and fringe benefits, “ so I believe 
we have been concerned.” 
F. J. Gaulding, a planning commissio­ 
ner, 
praised 
the 
council 
for 
being 
thorough and considerate during the bud­ 
get sessions, 
Gaulding was applauded lightly. Sih 
ver and Williamson elicited heavy ap­ 
plause.

Sure enough, ill 
wind blows good 


Good old American enterprise is being tested but 
has not yet been found wanting in the current ener­ 
gy crisis. Or to put it another way, in adversity 
there is always opportunity, public relations-wise. 
For example, the Highway Users Federation, 
which is not dedicated to the disuse of the nation’s 
streets and highways, reports that according to a 
study it conducted, buses and cars carrying two or 
more persons provide the most economic means of 
commuting. 
When all economic costs were considered, includ­ 
ing the capital costs for purchases of the vehicles, 
parking costs and all costs related to construction, 
maintenance and operation of highways and faci­ 
lities for bus and rail transit, rail transit trips were 
found to be the most expensive of all means of com­ 
muting (except for an automobile carrying only a 
driver). 
Thus the best answer to the problem of traffic 
congestion, as well as the gasoline pinch, may be to 
“pool it.” 
Another organization. tl>e Recreational Vehicle In­ 
stitute, has also put out a release. 
Disturbed at reports that many people are reluc­ 
tant to plan summer vacations and weekend trips 
out of concern for the energy shortage, or are de­ 
laying purchases of recreational vehicles for the 
same reason, it claims that a family on vacation 
with a recreational vehicle uses less than one-fourth 
the amount of energy consumed at home. 
“A family of four living in an average-size home 
normally uses around four times more electricity 
and natural gas than the same family on vacation,’ 
says the Institute’s president Robert L. Stewart. 
And as far as gasoline is concerned, he points out 
that with 1973 pollution control equipment, there is 
little difference between a 1973 sedan and a medium 
motor home or a car towing an average-sized travel 
trailer. 
Where this leaves the person with a large-sized 
motor home or both a 1973 sedan AND a trailer is 
not quite clear. 
Maybe we had better think about pooling our va­ 
cations, too. 


Try state's way 


If the federal government wants to provide an 
even higher quality environmental protection, con­ 
serve scarce oil resources, and cut very substantial­ 
ly the inevitable cost to the consumer, it should re­ 
vise its 1975 regulations on gasoline to conform with 
the California code. 
That seems to be the consensus of many oil com­ 
pany executives. 
The federal rules demand production by 1975 of 
lead-free gasoline for all automobiles. This can be 
done, certainly, but at a huge cost in new plant and 
equipment and the monitoring of all fuel for traces 
of lead — costs that would have to be absorbed by 
stockholders and consumers alike. 
Additionally, it is estimated that the 1975 federal 
regulations will force refineries to use an unbelie­ 
vable 1.5 million more gallons of crude oil daily 
than they would need to without the lead-free rule. 
In a time when we are facing a high dependency 
upon risky imports such an increase hardly seems 
to be sound economic policy. 
In contrast, according to oil men, the California 
<X)de — a tough one — would achieve even greater 
environemtal protection than the federal plan, and 
do it at lower cast. Because it does not require 
catalytic i-onverters or unleaded fuel the state’s 
code “would mean a savings of $5 billion a year tor 
consumers,” according to Wayne E. Glenn, president 
of Continental Oil Company, in an interview with 
Motor Magazine. 
R. B. Phillips, executive vice president of Gulf Oil 
believes an “economically feasible solution to au­ 
tomotive emissions could be achieved without re­ 
quiring removal of lead from gasoline. The 1975 Cal­ 
ifornia standards are believed to be more realistic 
than the federal, and severe enough to meet the 
requirements of the state with the worst automotive 
emission problem.’’ 
In view of the high cost in money and oil, federal 
environmental protection standards should indeed be 
carefully studied before enforcement. As one oil 
man put it, if California — the most affected state 
—can live with its new, less costly standards, why 
can’t the nation?

Navy's 'Captain Marvel' to rescue 


WASHINGTON - In a budget-cutting 
spree this year, the White House came 
within a few million dollars of crippl­ 
ing the nation’s first line of defense, the 
nuclear submarine fleet. 
The story is detailed in bright red- 
striped and blue-bordered Pentagon se­ 
curity folders. Secret testimony has 
been taken by Rep. John Murphy's 
c o a s t guard subcommittee, which 
saved the subs. 
The hero of the piece Is a mysterious 
Navy officer who called himself “Cap­ 
tain Marvel” and phoned from pay 
booths to alert Congress to a threat to 
the subs’ navigational systems. 
At issue was a worldwide network of 
transmitters run by the Coast Guard. 
These vital transmitters, called Loran- 
^ and Loran-C for “long-range naviga­ 
tion.” give ships and planes a radio 
beam to “home” on so they can establ­ 
ish their locations. More importantly 
for national security, the missile-bear­ 
ing Polaris and Poseidon subs use the 
beams not only to determine where 
they are, but to target their ballistic 
bombs in case of enemy attack. 
Drop in bucket 
The Coast Guard asked for $24 mil­ 
lion to repair and expand Loran-C and 
to keep sections of Loran-A going until 
December 1974, when the subs convert 
to Loran-C and other systems. This is 
a drop in the bucket compared to the 
Pentagon’s $85-billion a year budget. 
The budget boys at the White House, 
without understanding what they were 
doing, killed the $24 million. 
The news 
panicked 
the 
airlines, 
which counted up 150 Pacific flights 
that would have to be cancelled or re­ 
routed. There were anguished howls, 
too, from the governors of Hawaii and 
Alaska, as well as the Canadian gov­ 
ernment. 


But the deepest shock was felt inside 
the Pentagon. The Air Force, for ex­ 
ample, has 600 planes, including B52s, 
which operate in South Pacific areas 
and depend heavily upon the Loran 
system for navigation. In the Mediter­ 
ranean, the targeting of U.S. missiles at 
Russian sites would deteriorate se­ 
riously without the money. 
Main target 
The Joint Chiefs, without informing 
the White House, quietly dispatched 
the mysterious “Captain Marvel” and 
three other top emissaries in civilian 
clothes to spread the alarm in Con­ 
gress. Their main target was Murphy’s 
coast guard committee which handles 
Loran authorizations. 
D u r i n g open hearings, Murphy 
spotted the four “civilians,” looking 
agitated, in the back of the room. Fi­ 
nally. a subcommittee staffer checked 
out the odd quartet. “Just call me Cap­ 
tain Marvel,” said their leader, using 
the name of a comic strip character 
who accomplishes miracles with the 
magic word “SHAZAM.” But when 
pressed, he finally produced his Joint 
Chiefs of Staff “ ID" card. 
Once in contact with Murphy, “Mar­ 
vel’s” story tumbled out. The White 
House cuts would not only destrov the 
two Lorans, but would cripple Polaris 
and Poseidon subs and other warships 
in vast stretches of the South Pacific, 
leaving them vulnerable to attack. 
The cuts would also endanger them 
in waters off the West Coast. Without 
at least $2 million, Murphy was told, 
the subs would have to bunch from 
time to time in the Pacific at least un­ 
til December 1974, making them sitting 
ducks for a strike. 
Feared exposure 
Although “Captain Marvel” was un­ 


willing to lunch openly with Murphy 
for fear the White House would learn 
of his mission, he agreed to cooperate 
with Murphy. When Murphy’s staff left 
a prearranged name with “Marvel,” 
the officer went to a pavphone which 
he hoped would be free of the Penta­ 
gon’s internal tapping. From there, he 
called back, using his comic strip nick­ 
name. 


In such cloak-and-dagger fashion, 
Murphy was tipped off what informa­ 
tion to request from the Joint Chiefs’ 
staff. In response, he received a classi­ 
fied letter from the Defense Depart­ 
ment’s general counsel, Fred Buzhardt, 
stressing the need for a navigational 
system. “Curtailment . . . will have an 
adverse operational impact on the mili­ 
tary user forces,” wrote Buzhardt. “ De­ 
signated missions” would be hampered, 
he said. 


Armed 
with 
Buzhardt’s 
powerful 
four-page message, Murphy was able 
to bulldoze the administration into res­ 
toring the vital $2 million for Loran-A 
operations in the South Pacific. Then, 
he summoned the subcommittee into 
secret session to restore the remaining 
$22 million. “The Department of De­ 
fense and the Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
made very strong representations to 
me,” he confided to his subocmmittee 
members behind closed doors. “The 
OMB, against the request of. . .De­ 
fense, aid cut those funds. . ., it fell 
under the red pencil.” 


The subcommittee restored the mo­ 
ney, then Murphy sought new ammuni­ 
tion to make sure it got through the full

by 
Rep. 
Leonor 
Sullivan, 
D-Mo., 
a 
dedicated 
scrutinizer 
of 
spending.

WASHINGTON — Before the Watergate scandal broke open 
this spring, the Justice Department’s investigation of Nixon 
campaign “dirty tricks” in the 1972 Florida presidential 
primary either ignored or suppressed a

port—possibilities under study by forthcoming Senate and fed­ 
eral probes of Nixon administration prosecution, or lack of it, 
of illegal political espionage. 
On March 5, 1973, U.S. Atty. John L. Briggs of Jacksonville, 
Fla., wrote Sen. Henry M. Jackson that an investigation of a 
scurrilous letter about him had been completed without suc­ 
cess. Yet, according to high FBI officials, a Feb. 6, 1973, FBI 
report provided enough information to lead to indictments. In­ 
deed, once the Watergate scandal cracked, Nixon political es­ 
pionage chief Donald Segretti was indicted in Florida May 5. 
The Feb. 6 FBI report is now in the hands of special Water­ 
gate prosecutor Archibald Cox. Moreover, Sen. Sam Ervin’s 
Watergate committee plans autumn hearings into the Segretti 
operation. Inevitably, both inquiries will judge political slant­ 
ing of law enforcement. 
Two opponents falsely accused 
The Florida case involves a spurious March 1972 letter on 
the campaign letterhead of Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, falsely 
accusing two Florida primary opponents, Jackson and Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, of illicit sexual acts. A Florida Jackson 
supporter promptly supplied a copy to the U. S. Attorney’s 
office. 
But Briggs, an ardent Republican, did not request an FBI 
investigation until last October when a column by Jack ander- 
son revealed Jackson’s request. Even then, Briggs declared it 
“ absurd” to connect the letter with Republicans or the Nixon 
administration (a judgment he now admits was based on no 
facts). 
On Feb. 8, Jackson wrote Briggs jogging him about the 
investigation. Briggs’s original reply was so insulting, accord­ 
ing to Justice Department sources, that it was “ cleaned up” in 
Washington before delivery to the Senator. The sanitized ver­ 
sion, dated March 5, informed Jackson the investigation “has 
now been completed and we have been unable to establish the 
identities of” who wrote the letter. 
An enclosed eight-paragraph investigative summary dealt 
mostly with Briggs’s inability to pin the letter on a right-wing 
extremist. After disposing of this red herring in seven para­ 
graphs, Briggs’s eighth paragraph asserted that Patricia Grif­ 
fin, a Muskie headquarters employe, was questioned and “de­ 
nied any knowledge” of the letter. 
But strangely, as Watergate unraveled, Briggs’s office 
stepped up prosecution of the Florida case so successfully that 
on May 5 a grand jury indicted Segretti and another man. Two 
Nixon operatives directly involved, Miss Griffin and young Re­ 
publican leader Robert Benz of Tampa, testified before the 
grand jury (Benz under immunity) and were not indicted. 
Why so fruitful in May when the investigation was so barren 
in March? Biggs told us he received unspecified new informa­ 
tion. 
Report lacked evidence 
In fact, high FBI officials have informed us their investiga­ 
tion, begun Oct. 21, 1972, was essentially completed in late 
January. The “final” report was dated Feb. 26, 1973, although 
there were later supplementary reports. According to these 
sources, the report by itself did not provide sufficient evidence 
for indictments but did give any self-respecting prosecuting 
attorney obvious paths to follow. 
The FBI report contaHM much material about Benz and 
Miss Griffin. The implication, according to FBI sources, was 
that if these two young people were summoned before a grand 
jury, they probably would tell all. Indeed, most details of the 
case were reported in newspapers the previous October—duly 
noted In the FBI report. 
But nine of this was in Briggs's 
report to Jackson. Nor did Briggs reveal that Miss Griffin, on 
advice of counsel, refused to answer FBI agents’ questions. 
Justice Department sources told us they “believe'’ the FBI 
sent its report to Briggs. However, FBI sources told us the 
Bureau sent it to the Justice Department’s criminal division, 
headed by Assistant Atty. Gen. Henry Petersen, but not to 
Briggs. A source close to Briggs denied that Briggs has seen 
the Feb. 6 report—or any “ final” FBI report—to this very day. 
This leaves two possibilities: Briggs saw the Feb. 6 report 
and ignored it until Watergate erupted; or he never saw it at 
all. In either event, the Justice Department, which deleted 
rough language from Briggs’s March 5 letter, went along with 
his barren investigative summary, omitting vital information 
developed by the FBI. 
This one aspect of the Justice Department’s investigation of 
Segretti’s nationwide operations suggests many things: blind 
partisanship, stunning incompetence, a possible cover-up. The 
story of how the Nixon administration enforced the law is still 
unfolding.

Walnut councilmen adopt record $721,087 budget 


WALNUT — Councilmen have adopted 
a record $721,087 city budget here provid­ 
ing a 10 per cent salary hike for city 
employes, $85,000 for park development 
and maintenance and a continuation of 
last year’s 87 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation tax rate. 
In Friday’s final budget study session 
the council also cut funds for a full-time 


city planner, deciding to continue with 
the $15,240 a year county planning serv­ 
ice. 
The $85,000 budgeted for park devel­ 
opment is in line with recent council ac­ 
tion placing strict park development re­ 
quirements on all Walnut subdivisions. 
The city anticipates more than $50,000 
of the $85,000 total to come from park 


dedication fees levied on all new subdivi­ 
sions here. Builders are required to do­ 
nate land or money for park devel­ 
opment. 
With

others in the planning stages the park 
development fund has swollen in recent 
months, officials said. 
The park fund would cover park devel­ 


opment, maintenance and equipment. 
Councilmen have also provided funds 
under the planning portion of the budget 
for general plan studies for a Walnut 
Civic Center, City Manager Andy Lazza- 
retto said. 
The full-time planner was on top of 
Mayor Richard Laughter’s list of budget 
priorities. Councilmen said they could 


not warrant a full-time planner at this 
time, however.

It vour child is creative this 


might have an even more da­ 
maging effect. The creative 
child is usually highly ima­ 
ginative and highly sensitive 
to 
his 
environment. 
Being j 
with younger children might 
give your daughter a feeling j 
that she had suddenly failed | 
in some w'ay. Ihese children 
might also not offer as much 1 
stimulation as she needs. 
Studies 
conducted 
at 
the 
University of Chicago show 
that creative p e o p l e are 
usually very flexible in their 
thinking, they are able to pro­ 
duce a large number of ideas 
in response to any problem, 
they are 
original 
thinkers, 
and able to concentrate in ad­ 
verse circumstances. If your 
daughter is creative, she will 
undoubtedly catch up in a 
relatively short time if she 
has missed anything of im­ 
portance. 
Many parents are apt to 
pressure their children, espe­ 
cially if they show talent or 
any ususual aptitude. They 
may try to relive their own 
lives through their children. 
This 
prevents 
the 
children 
from developing at their own 
pace and in their own way 
Some children rebel, Ix com­ 
ing school dropouts or highly 
reluctant learners. 
Parents who really want to 
help their children develop 
potential allow them a certain 
freedom 
of 
choice, 
respect 
them as individuals separate 
from their parents and while 
interested in the child’s learn­ 
ing they do not dictate the 
path. 
Remember, even- child has 
only 
one 
childhood. 
Don’t 
overcrowd your daughter with 
too much discipline and too 
many assignments. The creat­ 
ive child, like any other child, 
needs time to enjoy and to 
observe 
the 
world 
around 
him.

dinner 
which was charcoaled on the 
grill. This was not unusual, 
but the “ meat” was seafood. 
I never knew you could grill 
seafood! 


Mrs. McAvoy 
Dear Mrs. McAvoy: 
Holy mackerel! Have you 
ever been missing something. 
Grilling seafood outdoors is 
not really new, but it is natu­ 
rally not as popular as grill­ 
ing steaks and other meats. 
After all, do you think the 
A m e r i c a n Indians cooked 
their fish on electric ranges? 
The next time you have 
friends over for a cookout try 
this for size: 
Grilled frogs 
legs and prawns or shrimp. 
( P r a w n s are really big 
shrimp with bigger tummies.) 
The real secret to this job 
is the preparation of a mari­ 
nade. After you have shelled 
and 
deveined 
the 
prawns, 
stripped the skin from the 
legs of the frogs and clipped 
the feet if they are still at­ 
tached, submerge the entire 
collection in this. 
1 cup butter 
4 tablespoons olive oil 
4 tablespoons steak sauce 
8 to 12 crushed garlic 
cloves 
2 tablespoons chopped 
onions 
2 teaspoons each of 
crushed celery seeds, 
tarragon, basil 
5 tablespoons white wine 
(I use vermouth) 
1 tablespoon fresh lemon. 
Let it all marinate for a 
couple of hours before grill­ 
ing. 
Listen 
carefully 
now 
or 
you’ll be trying to pick up 
your dinner from the charcoal 
rather than from the grill. 
Use a steak basket. One of 
those long-handled deals that 
people 
use when 
cooking 
hamburgers 
or hotdogs 
or 
steaks over an open fire in 
the woods. Open this gadget 
and 
place 
the 
legs 
and 
prawns side by side. Do not 
pile on top of each other or 
they 
won’t get 
the 
same 
amount of heat, will they? 
When your fire is hotter 
than the desert floor in Au­ 
gust lay the basket on your 
grill. 
It should flame like 
mad. Turn the basket in a 
minute or so. 
Repeat for 
about five or six minutes. It 
won’t take long to cook this 
as the prawns or shrimp and 
frogs legs are very delicate. 
The basket is important for 
the above reason, but also be­ 
cause you can turn the entire 
dinner at one time. Imagine 
having to handle a couple do­ 
zen 
little 
frogs 
legs 
and 
shrimps individually. 
And the reason for cooking 
frogs and shrimp is that some 
of your guests may turn up 
their noses at one or the other. 
This way they h a v e an al­ 
ternative and you have a 
table of happy eaters.

He’s surprised.

In baseball's fourth month, with the 
All-Star game three weeks away, the 
young Los Angeles Dodgers find them­ 
selves with the best record in either 
league and in first place by a comfor­ 
table margin in the National League 
West. 


• A 20-game winner in two of the last 
three seasons, Osteen is 10-3 with seven 
straight wins as the Dodgers launch a 


two-week home stand against the San 
Diego Padres tonight. 
‘‘Because of our age, I thought it 
would take us longer to get going,” said 
the senior member of the five-man Dod­ 
ger starting rotation. ‘‘Thete’s a lot of 
pressure when you’re a young player and 
we might have been nervous when the 
season started but we don’t act nervous 
any more.” 
A member of the Dodgers since 1965, 
Osteen suffered along with Sandy Koufax 
and Don Drysdale when the club lacked 
a run-scoring punch. Last season the 
Dodger pitching was hurt by a defense 
which led the National League with 162 
errors.

WIMBLEDON, England (U PI)-Roger 
Taylor of Britain advanced to the men’s 
singles semifinals of the Wimbledon Ten­ 
nis Championships today after an ex­ 
traordinary display of sportsmanship in 
which he insisted on replaying a disputed 
match point. 
In effect the 32-year-old Briton won 
two match points in beating 17-year-old 
Bjorn Borg of Sweden 6-1, 6-8, 3-6, 6-3, 
7-5. 
On the neighboring no. 1 court, second 
ieed Jan Kodes of Czechoslovakia, the 
f o r g o t t e n man of the tournament, 
struggled to put out unseeded Indian 
Davis Cup player Vijay Amritraj 6-4, 3-6, 
4-6, 6-4, 7-5 in two hours 45 minutes. 
Kodes, twice winner of the French 
championships and losing finalist at Fo­ 
rest Hills in 1971, will play Taylor for a 


place in the final. 
The two hour and 40 minute center 
court match between Taylor and Borg 
was so dramatic no one missed the 70 
professionals boycotting ihe tournament. 
The high point came in the last game 
after Borg had saved two match points 
at 1-5 and then had run four straight 
games to tie the match 5-all. 
There were seven service breaks in the 
hectic final set and a capacity center 
court had thunderously applauded both 
men many times. Taylor served the 12th 
game and went to match point at 40-15. 
To the groans of the hometown crowd 
which hasn’t had a Wimbledon champion 
since Fred Perry in 1936, Taylor com­ 
mitted his 20th doublefault of the match. 
Then came a second match point. Tay­

Aaron says it’s news to 
him, but there is a story 
going around that an offer of 
$50,000 has been made for 
home run ball No. 714 and an 
offer of $100,000 for home run 
ball No. 715. 


“ If I hit either one of those 
up into the seats,” said Aa­ 
ron, “ there are going to be 
more than a dozen people out 
there who w ill pull baseballs 
out 
of 
their pockets 
and 
swear it’s the one I hit. 
“ I 
remember what 
hap­ 
pened when I hit the home 
run that won for us in 1957,” 
Aaron recalled. “ Mr. Perini 
(then Braves owner Louis Pe­ 
rin i) offered to buy the ball 
and 
four 
different 
people 
showed up at his office claim­ 
ing they had it.” 
This may not sit too well 
with the folks at Cooperstown, 
N.Y., but Aaron says that if 
he does gain possession of ei­ 
ther ball, he “ has no inten­ 
tion” of “ giving” it to the 
Hal! of Fame. 
“ Why should I? ” asked the 
Atlanta Braves superstar. “ I 
don’t owe those people any­ 
thing.” 
It’s becoming apparent that 
the question concerning Aa­ 
ron’s 714th and 715th home 
runs is now when, not if. 
Hank hit No. 694 this past 
Monday and was only 20 shy 
of Babe Ruth’s career record 
of 714. It was his 21st homer 
of the season and that in it­ 
self is quite a feat for a 39- 
year-old baseball player in 
his 20th major league sea­ 
son. 


( Since his 21st of the year 
came right at the mid-point of 
the season, Aaron was asked 
what he thought his chances 
were for catching Ruth this 
year. (He needs 41 this sea­ 
son to tie Ruth and 42 to pass 
him.) 


“ I’ve hit more than 40 in 
other 
seasons 
(six 
to 
be 
exact),” said Aaron, “ So I 
guess it would be no surprise 
if I should do it again.” 


Aren’t you concerned that 
the hot summer months and 
doubleheaders w ill slow you 
down? Aaron was asked. 
“ The doubleheaders don’t 
bother me at all,” Aaron re­ 
torted, 
“ Because 
I’m 
not 
going to play in but one game 
at a time. I’m getting too old 
to play two games the same 
day.” 
All the fanfare over Aa­ 
ron’s pursuit of Ruth’s home 
run record has overshadowed 
his other 
accomplishments. 
But they are considerable. 
Through this past Monday, 
Hank Aaron was the all-time 
leader in total bases with 
6,287; second, 13 behind Stan 
Musial, in extra base hits 
with 1,364; second, 323 behind 
Ty Cobb, in at bats with 
11,106; and second, 135 behind 
Ruth, in runs batted in with 
2,074.

ferences and a reduction of 
interracial 
tensions 
among 
students, the Office of Educa­ 
tion said. The spending was 
ordered by Congress in the 
newly awarded funds scored 
second highest on technical 
aspects among 52 applicants,

ing, an aide to the education 
commissioner said. 
The special conditions were

Tahoe zoning

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — 
A real estate investment firm 
has filed a $4 million lawsuit, 
claiming its property at Lake 
Tahoe

worthless by zoning changes. 
Perini Lake Tahoe Prop­ 
erties. Inc., said in its super­ 
ior court suit filed Monday it 
had purchased property in 
1968 seven miles south of 
Tahoe City at Chmbers Lan­ 
ding for residential or hotel 
use.

U.N. group reports 
World responds to meat shortages 


ROME (UPI) — A report to 
the U J4 . Food and Agricul- 
t u r e 
Organization! 
(FAO) 
predicts 
some 
relief 
soon 
from the short supply of meat 
which has sent prices rising 
sharply throughout the world. 
The report to the inter­ 
governmental group on meat 
of the FAO Committee on 
Commodity Problems Monday 
blamed the price rises on the 
slowing in the growth of meat 
supplies to one per celnt in 
1972. This compared to a 3.8 
per cent growth in 1971. 
World trade in mutton and 
lamb may fall even below 
last year’s volume because 
drought has reduced supplies 
from New Zealand and Aust­ 
ralia and the rebuilding of 
flocks to meet high 
wool 
prices, the report said. 
Otherwise, it said, the short 
term outlook indicates an im­ 
provement In the supply and 
demand balance. 
“Beef and veal producticAi 
is expected to increase in the 
major importing areas from 
the second half of 1972 and 
output of 
pig and poultry 
meat will also be generally 
larger although high feedstuff 
prices could cause this expan-

State guard 
enlistment is 
at high level 


SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) 
- 
The California Army National 
Guard is at 90 per cent of us 
authorized manpower despite 
the all-volunteer Army and 
abolition of the draft, it was 
reported Monday. 
The California Guard has 
an authorized strength of 22,- 
500 persons and reached 90 
per cent of that level last 
week, a reversal of the trend 
nationally, reported Lt. Col. 
Andrew G. Wolf Jr., public 
affairs officer. 
He said 
15 months ago 
when debate raged over aboli­ 
tion of the draft and the move 
toward an all-volunteer Army, 
the California Army National 
Guard was at 80 per cent oi 
its full authorization. 
Wolf said officers credit the 
bounce-back to the establish­ 
ment of 
three 
“ recruiting 
commands” 
in 
California 
staffed by 70 full-time Nation­ 
al Guard recruiters. 
They stress training a man 
or woman for a skill that 
would help him obtain em­ 
ployment in a civilian career, 
he said. 
The guard also announced a 
new program for non-prior 
military service youths that 
will enable them to enllist for 
four years of drills and an­ 
nual field training plus two 
additional years of attending 
the two week annual encamp­ 
ment only without more wee­ 
kend drills. 
Up to now, guardsmen must 
have enlisted for six years of 
both weekend drills and the 
annual 15-day field training 
encampments. 
California was one of 13 
states approved by the Na­ 
tional Guard Bureau in Wash­ 
ington to test the so-called 
“ four - plus - two” year enlist­ 
ment program.

Armenian guilty 
in murders of 2 
Turkish envoys 


SANTA BARBARA (UP!) 
— Gourgen Yanikian, 77, was 
found guilty of first degree 
murder Monday for shooting 
to death two Turkish dipl­ 
omats Jan. 27 to avenge the 
massacre of Armenians by 
Turks more than half a centu­ 
ry ago. 
Yanikian, an author of re­ 
ligious plays and novels and 
once a wealthy land devel­ 
oper and international engi­ 
neer, admitted killing Meh- 
met Baydar, 49, Turkish con­ 
sul general in Los Angeles, 
and Baydar’s assistant, Baha- 
dir Demir, 30. He testified he 
thought of it as “ destroying 
two evils.” 
Letters signed 
with Yanikian’s name were 
sent to newspapers, calling 
for a “ war on Turkish dipl­ 
omats.” 
Yanikian testified that he 
was involved in the massacres 
during 
his 
childhood, 
lost 
many relatives, and had seen 
his brother’s throat cut. The 
Jewish prosecutor countered 
that history could not be used 
to condone such killings, or it 
would be justifiable for him to 
kill Germans.

CTA leader 
raps merger 
for teachers 


PORTLAND, Ore. (UP1) — 
Teachers want unity but not 
at the expense of losing their 
independence to the AFL-CIO 
or any other national labor 
organization, Bryan Stevens, 
l e a d e r of the California 
Caucus, said today at the Na­ 
tional Education Association 
(NEA) convention. 
Stevens accused some lea­ 
ders of the American Feder­ 
ation of Teachers (AFL-CIO), 
of hiding their real intentions 
as delegates 
attending 
the 
convention with dual member­ 
ship in NEA. “They are hid­ 
ing their real intentions,” he 
said, “under a God and moth­ 
erhood cry of teacher unity, 
when in reality, they seek to 
further their own 
personal 
ambitions by attempting to 
railroad a merger of the two 
groups under the banner of 
the AFL-CIO.” 
Stevens said David Selden, 
president of AFT and Albert 
Shanker, 
president 
of 
the 
United Federation of Teach­ 
ers of New York City, were 
the leaders behind the merger 
push at the convention. Ste­ 
vens is president of the 150,- 
000-member California Teach­ 
ers Association (CTA), and is 
the teacher who in 1968 drew 
attention when he challenged 
the assessed value of Gov. 
Ronald Reagan’s Malibu Hills 
Ranch. 
“The merger push by Sel­ 
den and Shanker,” he" said, 
“is a power play to gain fur- 
t h e r 
recognition 
in 
the 
hierarchy of the AFL-CIO by 
putting 
some 
two 
million 
teachers under the union ban­ 
ner. They both know that de­ 
livery of the teachers to the 
AFL-CIO, which is desperate 
to boost its membership, wUl 
result in life-long power posi­ 
tions for themselves in the 
union.” 
Stevens 
said, 
“Teachers 
will not be fooled by this 
guise of merger and unity 
and permit themselves to be­ 
come pawns in this power 
struggle involving these two 
men. If these gentlemen want 
unity in the teaching profes­ 
sion, they should urge a mer- j 
ger of all teachers without the 
AFT requirement of AFL-CIO 
affiliation. It is the struggle 
between Selden and Shanker 
which is the real cause of the 
infighting by 
teachers 
and 
teacher organizations at the 
state and local as well as the 
national levels, and it is this 
struggle which is diverting 
teachers from their responsi­ 
bility to the children in the 
classrooms.” 
S t e v e n s maintains that 
more than 90 per cent of the 
organized teachers are now 
outside of the AFL-CIO and 
he said NEA polls indicate 
they want to remain 
that 
way. 
Stevens said the polls “indi­ 
cate without a doubt 
that 
teachers do not want to be 
unionized, but they do want to 
unify 
into 
an 
independent 
teaching profession. However, 
we 
do 
support 
the 
labor 
movement, which is ¿m abso­ 
lute necessity in our modern 
industrial society to protect 
the rights of workers.”

Four hard-driving, success-seeking 
Bible salesmen armed with their aspirations 
and all the fricks of the game, are captured 
at their trade in the Maysles Brothers’ classic 
documentary, “ Salesman,” which will have its 
American television premiere on K C E T ’s 
Verite series Monday night at 10PM. 


Filmed in cinema verite (described as 
"direct cinema” by producers Albert and 
David Maysles, "Salesman” is the portrait of 
four Bible hucksters and the personal crisis 
of one, Paul Brennan, who is frustrated in a 
world where success is the measure of a man. 
From snowbound New' England territory, to 
the streets of Miami, Florida, the film can­ 
didly records the quartets’ spiritual door-to- 
door carney-barking and their motel room 
strategy meetings. 
Be it a subtle approach or hard-sell, “ the 
pitch” makes little difference to Brennan as 


his sales plummet Turndowns increase and 
breed in him a lonely, depressed and antag­ 
onistic feeling. He now is guilty of the car­ 
dinal sin among Bible salesmen, “ negative 
thinking.” Brennan, known as "The Badger," 
says the film created a tremendous change in 
his life and regards all salesmen as actors. 
The other salesmen include Charlie Mc- 
Devitt. dubbed "The Gipper” trom Knute 
Rockne’s famous exhortation, "L.et’s win this 
one for the Gipper!” Of the four he is the 
most successful. 
James Baker, alias “ The Rabbit,” claims 
his chief satisfaction in selling Bibles is “ the 
pay.” He says salesmen are, in general, "more 
honest, more sincere, and act more naturally 
than just about anybody." Brennan describes 
Baker as “ having the face of a choirboy and 
the heart of a barracuda.” 
The last member of the foursome is Ray­ 
mond Martos "The Bull" who says that sell­ 
ing is his life. Brennan calls Martos "The in­ 
scrutable sphinx; A frustrated ballet dancer." 
“ Salesman" was produced in 1969 and is 
the culmination of five months of searching 
for the right men, six weeks of filming, and 
15 months of editing. The production team 
included Albert Maysles on camera and 
brother David as soundman and supervising 
editor. Charlotte Zwerin worked in the edit­ 
ing and completion of the film. 
Of "Salesman.” noted playwright Arthur 
Miller commented: “ It is an adventure into 
the American dream where hope is a sale 
and a sale is confirmation of existence itself." 
And Norman Mailer said: “ I can’t think of 
many movies which have had as much to 
say about American life and have said it 
so well.”

Thera Is a new motion picture due to be released soon that is so exciting and 
well done it will undoubtedly bring an Academy nomination, if not another Award 
itself, to Ernest Borgnine. The title. EMPEROR OF THE NORTH POLE; and Borgnine’s 
co stars are Lee Marvin and Keith Carradine. The film is the classic story of conflict 
— free man versus the establishment— and Borgnine’s role is that of a man more 
brutal and vicious than the role he played in 1953 in FROM HERE TO ETERNITY. 
I'm certain anyone who saw that film will remember Fatso. Ernest Borgnine became 
the first contemporary "character superstar” with his role of MARTY in 1955. That 
film gave him his Academy Award. His film credits are too numerous to list here. 
Borgnine didn't begin his acting career until he was 28 years old. He spent ten 
years in thd Navy and decided to get out, even though another ten years would 
have given him the necessary twenty for retirement and he would have been only 
38 years old. But the war and military life had begun to bother him and he 
wanted out. After he had been out for several months and1 had not found a job 
that suited him, he almost decided to re enlist It was his mother who accidentally 
put him oN to acting. One day when he was standing around complaining about not 
knowing what to do. she said casually, ‘‘Why don’t you be an actor? You like making 
a fool of yourself in front of peop'e.” 


He took) her seriously and studied acting at a Hartford. Connecticut acting school 
for four months on the G.l. Bill, then hitchhiked to the famed Barter Theatre, 
Virginia’s state theatre in Abingdon, which he credits with teaching him his craft 
between 1946 and 1950. Borgnine started at the bottom, painting flats, doing odd 
backstage jobs, moving into bit parts and leads until he could “ carry as many as 
14 shows in my head at the same time " In 1949, Brock Pemberton, who produced 
HARVEY on Broadway, attended Barter’s production in which Borgnine played the 
hospital attendant Pemberton offered Borgnine that role in the road company, but 
had to wait two years until this serious actor felt he was ready. 


Borgnine's first professional acting job was as a detective in a radio drama He 
made his film debut in a supporting role in WHISTLE AT EATON FALLS, returned 
to the road company of HARVEY as the hospital attendant, then went overseas to 
play Guilderstern in HAMLET with a troupe entertaining U.S. servicemen in Europe 
Wherever he travels. Ernie is usually greeted as MARTY or McHALE. Four years 
worth of McHALE’S NAVY, plus the continuous re rüns. guarantees him perpetual 
TV fans, particularly among the younger set.

n 1976 we will celebrate our 
200th anniversary as a na­ 
tion. Now is a good time to 
look back to see how well we 
have carried out our stated pur­ 
poses as set forth in the Decla­ 
ration of Independence and the 
Preamble to the Constitution. 
When we look, we plainly see 
that the “inalienable rights" of 
"all men” have not been as­ 
sured, and that the constitution­ 
al mandate to “establish justice” 
has not been carried out. 
And yet there are pluses as 
well as minuses: 
During the past 50 years, for 
example, life expectancy has in­ 
creased about 50 percent, the 
working day has been cut one- 
third, and per capita output has 
more than doubled. The ad­ 
vances in medical science have 
made ours a healthier world. 
Higher education has become a 
possibility 
for 
millions 
of 
youths, whereas 50 years ago 
it was largely confined to a 
wealthy few. Much social legis­ 
lation has been enacted. Hitler’s 
attempts at conquest were de­ 
feated in a terrible war. And 
after that war, billions of dol­ 
lars were spent to help our 
former enemies rebuild. There 
was the wisdom to begin the 
United Nations, to construct 
NATO, and to carry out the 
Marshall Plan, which saved 
E u ro p e from being o v er­ 
whelmed. Television, radio and 
aviation 
have 
revolutionized 
life. Our gross national product 
astounds us. We have gone to 
the moon. The list goes on and 
on. 
Our country has thus shown 
itself to be strong in many ways, 
able to solve many problems, 
and tough enough to take much 
punishment. 
One thing, however, that 
could be disastrous would be 
the condition described by W. 


“I am convinced that the old political formula 
of left, right and center is largely inapplicable to important 
issues in this country. The urgent need is for government that 
is efficient, trustworthy, farsighted and free from 
selfish influences.”

In many ways, I fear the 
swer is “No.” There is today I 
lack of trust in government an) 
a cynical belief that governmen 
is a tool of special interest 
This cynicism stems mostlj 
from the way the system itsej 
has developed: Measures to 
store public confidence in gov 
ernment are urgently neede 
The following are some of 
suggestions to this end : 
• To begin with, we shoufi 
reform our system for elect 
ing the President and th^ 
Vice President so as to elimil 
nate the very real present pos| 
sibility that the candidate wh<j 
gets the most popular vote 
might also» lose the election- 
an event that has occurred 
the past and which, were it tc 
happen again, would furthd 
shake public confidence in ouij 
system. I believe that the bes^ 
way to do this is to abolish the 
Electoral College and counf 
the electoral vote in propor­ 
tion to the popular vote. 
• The nomination of the! 
President and Vice President! 
also raises many questions: 
Should we continue the con­ 
vention system, or should we 
abolish it and elect our can­ 
didates via a nationwide pri­ 
mary? The irritation caused by 
occasional crudities at some con­ 
ventions should not blur the fact 
that the convention is a device 
that has served us well. It pro­ 
vides a forum—and a well-un­ 
derstood procedure-for settling 
the major-party nominations in 
time for the election, so that a 
change in the office of chief ex­ 
ecutive (always a tricky busi­ 
ness in any country) can take 
place in an orderly way. When 
one man has an overwhelming 
lead for the nomination-as 
Franklin D. Roosevelt did in 
1936-the convention is the 
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ery—similar to the work of the 
two Hoover Commissions. 
• An aye should also bo 
kept on the quality of coor­ 
dination existing between 
Federal agencies: 
between 
the White House, the State De­ 
partment, the Defense Depart­ 
ment, the CIA and the Disar­ 
mament Agency, so that, for 
example, while State is on the 
verge of reaching an interna­ 
tional settlement, Defense, with­ 
out this knowledge, will not un­ 
dertake some new military op­ 
eration. 
• The President should 
also be authorized to veto 
specific items in appropria­ 
tion bills. This authority exists 
in virtually every modern gov­ 
ernment. In the U.S., however, 
the President must either veto 
the whole appropriation bill, if 
there is only one feature that is 


clearly objectionable, or he 
must let the objectionable por­ 
tion also become law. 
• The Constitution should 
be amended so that appoint­ 
ments made by the President 
in the 
Executive Branch 
would stand unless rejected 
by a two-thirds vote. This 
would give the President power 
and responsibility, while still re­ 
taining enough congressional 
check. 
• The major costs of cam­ 
paigning for President should 
be paid for by the Govern­ 
ment, so that public officials 
will not be under obligation 
to private persons. This, more 
than anything else, is what gives 
rise to the allegations that gov­ 
ernment is the tool of special 
interests. 
• We must put the nation 
on the road to abolishing 


poverty—and not just depend 
on something trickling down 
from the economic activity at 
the top of the heap. Enactment 
of some form of guaranteed 
Income would benefit the 
whole community because it 
would make society as a whole 
more contented and thus more 
stable. The goal would be for 
the employables to have work, 
for the unemployables to be 
treated decently, and for all to 
have proper housing and medi­ 
cal care—without bankrupting 
the rest of us. 
I am convinced that the old 
political formula of left, right 
and center is largely inapplica­ 
ble to important issues in this* 
country. The urgent need is for 
government that is efficient, 
trustworthy, farsighted and free 
from selfish influences. Without 
such government, no policy — 


whatever its ideological hue — 
can succeed. 
If, prizing our ideals, we 
move with feeling, we will find 
the strength of mind and will 
to make the needed govern­ 
mental changes, to decide what 
our priorities should be and to 
unify the country once again. 
Then we will find that, invigo­ 
rated, our ideals have an un­ 
limited potential with which we 
can, God willing, solve our 
problems. 
This utterly basic enthusiasm 
must come from the feelings of 
the people. It cannot be done 
by leaders. “We the people,” to 
use the phrase in the Preamble 
to the Constitution, are crucial. 
In the last analysis, it is up to 
each one of us to make our na­ 
tion practice what it preaches 
and live up to 
its ideals.

place where this fact can be 
registered and acted on. When 
there is a contest — as be­ 
tween Eisenhower and Taft in 
1952, for example — the con­ 
vention provides the place for 
settling the contest. When there 
is a deadlock, the convention 
becomes a true “college,” where 
the party’s leading men can 
meet, talk and evolve a compro­ 
mise. 
• Closely connected with the 
election of the President is the 
election of US. senators and 
members of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. Should we, as 
has been 
suggested, in­ 
crease the terms of members 
of the House from two to four 
years—the same as the Presi­ 
dent’s term? If so, should we 
limit the number of terms a 
member could serve, say, to 
two terms—that is, to eight 
years—thus ending a mem­ 
ber’s service in the House 
and, of course, ending his 
seniority? Would this change 
not bring government closer to 
the people? And should similar 
changes be considered for the 
tenure of senators? 
• These questions are all 
closely interrelated. Each one 
has its complications and each 
one is fundamental. They have 
brought me to the conclusion 
that there is a pressing need for 
hearings to be held by appropri­ 
ate congressional committees 
soon. The purpose of these 
hearings should be to inform 
and alert public opinion to al­ 
ternate methods of choosing 
Presidents, Vice Presidents, 
senators and representatives. 
The hearings should be as pub­ 
lic, as dramatic and as interest­ 
ing as possible. The list of wit­ 
nesses should include political 
scientists, campaign managers 
and officeholders. Such hear­ 
ings, if conducted with imagina­ 
tion, would have a stimulating 
effect on public opinion. With­ 
out public support, attempts to 
solve problems as fundamental 
as these will surely fail. 
• There should be periodic 
surveys of the Federal Gov­ 
ernment for the promotion of 
economy and efficiency-to 
get the snarls out of the machin-

Mr. Lodge Recalls His Childhood 


My father died when I was 
seven, i remember him as a big, 
handsome man with white teeth, 
blue eyes, thick light-brown hair, 
and a deep tan. He would draw 
me pictures of men on stiff filing 
cards, making the heads out of 
red and blue sealing wax. He 
would take me to Rock Creek 
Park in Washington and make lit­ 
tle sailboats out of scraps of 
wood, equip them with paper 
sails, and launch them into the 
creek. 
His great interest in life was 
writing poetry, but he also worked 
in my grandfather’s office in the 
Senate. At first we lived in a 
beautiful old house with a big 
garden at 1925 F Street, which is 
now the “1925 F Street Club.” My 
parents then built a house on 
Massachusetts 
Avenue, 
near 
Sheridan Circle, backing on Rock 
Creek Park. 
Washington in those days was 
a sleepy Southern town. The 
streets were quiet. The street 
cars on their rails made little 
noise and the sound of their bells 
was pleasant. The clip-clop of the 
horse-drawn taxis (known as 
herdics) and the almost inaudible 
hum of the “electrics’*—the auto­ 
mobiles moved by storage bat­ 
teries in which ladies traveled 
about the town—would never 
even drown a whisper. Gasoline 


autos were infrequent, and the 
air under all the leafy archways 
lining the streets was clean. 
There were many large private 
houses, 
mostly 
of 
red-brick 
Federalist style, with white col­ 
umns and trim. But there was 
also plenty of room, many vacant 
lots and parks—and many fewer 
people. 
As a child I was surrounded by 
some 
remarkable 
people, 
to 
whom the statement of 
the 
French philosopher Montaigne 
applied: "It is an absolute per­ 
fection, and as it were divine, to 
know how, in all sincerity, to get 
the very most out of one’s own 
individuality.” The adults in my 
childhood certainly knew how to 
do that. Of how many can that be 
said today in our compressed 
and bureaucratic society? Has 
work on the production line or in 
great offices had a standardizing 
effect on human beings? Is the 
shrinkage of individualism the re­ 
sult of putting 14 million men 
through the military services in 
World War II or of putting mil­ 
lions through colleges? Or was 
it simply because my parents 
knew remarkable people, who 
were, in Archibald MacLeish’s 
words, 
the 
“untouched, 
un­ 
coached, undoctored, untinted 
human self, the self itself, the 
man, the woman”?

Health show that in most 
cases, the common garden- 
variety form of depression 
tends to have purely psycho­ 
logical symptoms, while more 
serious forms are likely to be 
characterized by physical 
symptoms as well — such as 
sleeplessness, loss of appetite, 
weight loss, lack of interest in 
the opposite sex, etc. 
2. False — according to find­ 
ings of a university study, 
which show that depressed 
persons are benefited by get­ 
ting more excitement into 
their lives. It is recommended 
that depression-prone people 
“facilitate an increasing ex­ 
perience of social excitement” 
by developing excitement-rel­ 
evant skills. Examples would 
be skiing, mountain climbing, 
or various games and activi­ 
ties of the more exciting, ac­ 
tion-packed variety.

The findings of British medi­ 
cal research show that “re­ 
peated spells of depression, 


when characterized by anxiety 
and agitation, lead to a sus­ 
tained rise in blood pressure.” 
4. True. Tiny infants are sub­ 
ject to depression just as 
adults are. As Dr. Adam J. 
Krakowski, president of the 


Academy of Psychosomatic 
Medicine, points out in sum­ 
ming up his findings: “The 
symptoms of depression in 
early infancy consist of failure 
to thrive, crying, sleep distur­ 
bances, head banging and colic.
